Board of Health 
Tries New Serum 


The Newton Board of Health is 
trying out the new scarlet fever se- 
rum which has been in preparation at 
the laboratories of the State Depart- 
ment of Health during the past three 
weeks. The serum has been devel- 
oped from the blood taken some time 
uftu in Newton from those who had 
recovered from the disease. It is to 
be administered in cases of children 
who have been exposed to scarlet 
fever in the hope that it will prevent 
their coming down with the disease. 

The first case to be treated was a 
four year old child who had been 
in contact with other members of the 
family who had scarlet fever. Dr. 
Arthur B. Lyon ot Newton was the 
administering physician. When ques- 
tioned over the phone by a GRAPHIC 
reporter, the doctor stated that the 
public must not expect too much from 
this method of treatment, as yet. 
While It has been tried in other parts 
of the country with apparent partial 
efficiency in preventing those who 
had been exposed to the disease from 
developing, it is new, especially in 
this region, and it will be a long time 
before the medical profession will be 
willing to make any very positive 
statement regarding the treatment, 
but they are hopeful that it points 
in the direction of the ultimate con- 
trol of scarlet fever. Where immunity 
is derived, it apparently is efficient 
for a period of about a month.

More Than Three Thousand 

At Colorful and Interesting 

Exposition of Scout Activities 

Newton and Wellesley Boy Scouts Stage Exhibits of Various Branches of 
Scoutcraft at State Armory, West Newton 


Over 3,000 people visited the Scout 
Exposition In the West Newton Ar- 
mory last Friday and Saturday eve- 
nings, when the Norumbega Council 
staged the biggest show of Its exist- 
ence. The Exposition covered the 
work of the Sea Scouts, and Cubs as 
well as that of the regular Scout or- 
ganization. It was most attractive 
and Interesting, covering as It did, the 
entire organization work of the boys 
themselves. 

Entering the door, one looked the 
length of the Armory and saw a 20 
foot totem pole towering from the 
stage, into the air topped by a big 
winged eagle In black and white, the 
work of Troop 9, Waban. 

Going around the Armory, one saw 
railroading, 1st Class requirements 
and woodworking by Troop 5, Center. 
At the front of the center were the 
exhibits of the Seascouts of Ship 13, a 
really seagoing, salty exhibit of mod- 
els and all things pertaining to that 
program. Beside it was the exhibit 
of Troop 10, Waban, of civics and 
woodworking and the feature of the 
two-foot globe, designed and built by 
members f one Patrol. 

Across the way was the exhibit of 
Troop 4B, Highlands, of Botany, with 
a rock garden and a fountain. In the 
garden were planted greens and flow- 
ers which the Scouts had raised and 
forced under glass particularly for 
the Exposition. With it also was 
Pathflnding. Beyond them, the sound 
of axes rang, as Troop 18, Center, 
erected a small log cabin right on 
the floor of the Armory. 

Nearby was the little pine grove 
placed by Troop 5, Wellesley, with a 
demonstration of camp cookery and 


woodcraft. Then there were the 
Camping exhibit of Troop 22, New- 
ton, where one would like to really 
camp right Inside and the Pioneer- 
ing demonstration of Troop 7C, West 
Newton, with a booth erected with- 
out a single nail, all lashed with rope. 

From across the way sounded the 
war-cries and whoops of Indians and 
the sound of the pioneer’s voice, as 
Troop 11, Newton, demonstrated the 
evolution of Camping, showing how 
the Scouts learned from the Indians 
and Pioneers. 

Back of them was a first aid dem- 
onstration by 4 A, Highlands, with pos- 
ters designed and made by the Scouts 
of that Troop. Not only did these 
Scouts exhibit but they performed the 
first aid work necessary during the 
Exhibition there. Hard by was the 
Camping exhibit of Troop 2B Welles- 
ley, in a woods setting, with a For- 
ester’s tent made by the Scouts. At 
the same time they were working on 
another tent. 

Beside them was a real thrift job 
heing done, as Troop 2, Auburndale, in 
their camp-setting, showed all the 
uses that can be made of tin-cans, 
sconces, pots, kettles and even "Os- 
car" the tin-can-man! Walking up the 
runway to the stage, one came right 
on the big totem pole, on which a 
Scout, suspended in a bo’s’n’s chair 
was chiseling away or applying 
“loud” paint. To the right Scouts of 
9. Waban. had a display of varlecol- 
ored large and small totem-poles and 
were working away at others, too. 
The other side of the stage was the 
exhibit of the 5 Cub Packs of New- 
ton. showing all phases of their work 
for the three ranks, Wolf, Bear and 
Lion. 


One would hardly realize how manv 
kinds of outdoor fires there are until 
seeing the show put on by Troop 7A, 
West Newton. 

The camping tooth of Troop 21 
Center, with tents of various aorta, 
caught the eye, as did the show of 
Troop 20, Center, which had their pets 
of all sorts there and were also dem- 
onstrating wood-working. The his- 
tory of the flag and forms of respect 
due it were w’orked out and shown 
very cleverly by Troop 19, Center 
Troop 14, Upper Falls, were making 
and repairing radios and 6, Newton- 
ville, had models of bridges and tow- 
ers as a Pioneering show. 

The Girl Scout Council had a most 
attractive booth, showing world-wide 
Scouting for Girls and a model in 
proper setting of the International 
Girl Scout Swiss chalet. 

Troop 7B, West Newton, put on a 
rabbit show; Troop 16, Upper Falls 
was busy making rustic furniture 
from gray birch for their cabin at the 
Nobscot Reservation and Troop 3, No- 
nantum, put on poultry-keeping dis- 
play with all the flxln’s. 

Troop 1, Newtonville, demonstrated 
first aid, as did Troop 6, Wellesley 
By the door, Barron’s, the Council Of- 
ficial Scout Outfitter, had a most at- 
tractive display of Cub, Boy and Girl 
Scout uniforms and equipment.

Several hundreds of men 
and youths were put to work early 
Sunday morning to assist the em- 
ployees of the Street Department In 
clearing the snow off streets. Eighty 
trucks were hired to augment the 
city-owned trucks In plowing streeta 
and removing snow. These extra 
men and hired trucks were used 
Sunday and Monday. Special atten- 
tion was given to the business sec- 
tions of the city and streets in 
these districts were rapidly cleared 
of snow. The prompt plowing of 
streets and the removal of snow, 
following last Saturday’s storm, was 
in pleasant contrast to the delay 
evidenced following the snowstorm 
on the night of Feb. 10th.

MEET— ENDS SEASON 

Newton High’s track team placed 
eighth in the annual State Meet at 
the Boston Garden last Saturday 
Brookline won the championship in 
Class A with 21 points with Medford 
second with 16*2 points. Lynn Eng 
lish with 13. Malden with 11. Lowell 
with 8%, and Lawrence and Boston 
Commerce, each with 7 finished ahead 
of the Newton team which scored 6% 
points. 

Captain Doug Sloane picked up a 
fourth place in the dash and Tom 
Fitzgerald a fourth in the 1000 to 
give Newton two points in addition 
to its 4% points for the second best 
relay time of the afternoon. 

In the trial heats of the dash Sloane 
won the second heat over Reardon of 
Boston Commerce to qualify for the 
semi-finals. Boh Quigley was in the 
third heat which went to Famigletti 
of Medford with Johnson of Brook 
line second. Sloane also won his 
semi-final over Ado Committo of Ev- 
erett. The second semi-final was won 
by Mannix of Boston English over Ed- 
ward Cady of Boston Commerce 
These four qualifiers toed the mark 
in the final with Cady winning, Com 
mltto second, Mannix third and 
Sloane fourth. 

Palmer York won the first trial 
heat in the hurdles but was shut out 
in a semi-final heat which saw three 
of the four best hurdlers of the year 
running together. In the 300-yard and 
600-yard run neither Dick Francis nor 
Halstead Smith placed. 

The 1000-yard run saw Capt. Ed 
Kozowyk of Medford, defending title 
holder in Class A. running third in 
his heat and failing to place in the 
points. The first heat was won by 
Pare of Lynn English with a new rec- 
ord of 2m.

29 3-5 seconds brought him fourth 
place. 

In file relay races Newton and

struggle. Newton's quartet of Sloane 
Miller. York and MacLellan turned in 
a time of 2m. 15 4-5 seconds which 
was only exceeded by the Malden 
team which equalled the 2m. 15 sec 
onds record set up by Medford last 
year. Newton’s victory was due tc 
the running of Palmer York who gave 
MacLellan a comfortable lead. The 
Newton anchor was running against 
Joe Enwright of Brookline, a strong 
runner, and MacLellan held his oppo- 
nent off in a struggle down the home 
stretch. 

The meet closed the 1933 indooi 
season which has been none too sue 
cessful from a Newton standpoint hut 
Coach Enoch has better prospects for 
an outdoor season this Spring.

HEALTH EDUCATION. Number 3. 

Teaching of Health Habits and Attitudes 

The bnsls for our teaching of Health Habits and Attitudes is 
found in The Rules of the Game which were published by the 
Child Health Organization now merged into the American Child 
Health Association of which Mr. Herbert Hoover is president. These 
rules are to he found on the bnck of the weight record enrd which 
is sent home each month. 

Rules of the Game: 

1. A full bath more than once a week. 

2. Brushing teeth at least once a day. 

3. Sleeping long hours with windows open. 

4. Drinking as much milk as possible, but no coffee or tea. 

5. Eating some vegetables or fruit every day. 

6. Drinking at lenst four glasses of water a day. 

7. Playing a part of each day out of doors. 

8. A bowel movement each morning. 

These simple rules, meaningfully motivated, has accomplished, 
what seem to many, miraculous results in the health life of the 
children in our community. From childhood thru adult life the 
fundamental health habits are practically the same but, as the 
child grows in years and experience, he has greater responsibility 
for his own health behavior. To develop proper attitudes he must 
choose and like to do those things that are best for his growth 
and development. 

Teaching Positive 

The teaching of health habits is positive, not negative, thus em- 
phasis is put upon what should be done rather upon what not to do. 
As far as possible opportunity is given for the pupil to establish 
his own hnbits of right conduct by practice rather than by simply 
learning and talking about them. As the child grows older, the 
approach to such teaching is changed to meet changing interests. 
To the forming of habits and attitudes is added the requirement of 
certain health knowledges. Health habits can only he formed 
by repetition but new experiences are used to sustain interest and 
arouse a desire for better accomplishment. 

Food Habit* 

We teach the children that good food habits are important to 
bring about the best development of the growing child: 1. thnt 
he needs protein to build and repair body tissues, 2. fuel foods to 
furnish energy and heat, 3. minerals to build bones, teeth and 
blood, 4. vitamins to promote growth, to help maintain health, 
5. bulk to aid digestion, 6. water to keep the digestive tract 
clean and to meet the various needs in all tissues of the body. We 
try to make desirable foods popular, to emphasize the need of 
milk, to discourage the excessive use of sweets, to work with the 
home at all times in suggesting and making good habits of eating 
desirable for health and for good manners. 

Importance of Sleep 

As during sleep the body grows, repairs itself and becomes 
strong again, good habits of sleep and rest are vital to health and 
happiness. At that time mind, nervous system and muscles rest. 
Children who have regularly long hours of sleep are apt to grow 
better, do better work in school and be more happy and cheerful. 
So. cooperating with the home, we try to make long hours of sleep, 
with windows open, popular. We emphasize the desirable bed time 
hour at different age levels. We try to develop a feeling of enjoy- 
ment in rest and sleep and to establish the habit of a regular lied 
time. Parents rejoice when their children go willingly to bed at the 
proper time because, "All the boys and girls in my room are 
doing It." 

In short, all of our procedures are designed to make the health 
ideal attractive to children, that good health may become a vital 
part of complete living. Next week we will conclude our discussion 
of health habits and attitudes.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

A joint convention of the legisla- 
ture was held Wednesday for the 
purpose of conducting memorial ex- 
ercises for the late President Cal- 
vin Coolidge, a former Representa- 
tive and Senator in the Mass. Gen- 
eral Court. The exercises were sim- 
ple, interesting and impressive. Rev. 
Albert J. Penner of the Northamp- 
ton Congregational Church offered 
the invocation and the benediction. 
Ex-Gov. Channing H. Cox, who suc- 
ceeded Pres. Coolidge as Governor of 
Massachusetts, delivered an appro- 
priate address. Ex-Gov. Cox sketched 
the rise of the young Vermont law- 
yer through various stages to the 
Presidency and through his long as- 
sociation and friendship ably pre- 
sented the characteristic qualities of 
the late President which endeared 
him to all. In urging an appropriate 
permanent memorial to Pres. Cool- 
idge, Ex-Gov. Cox sought the preser- 
vation of the Coolidge birthplace in 
Vermont or some such simple me- 
morial rather than an ornate mass 
or column of marble. 

Many representatives of the na- 
tional, State and municipal govern- 
ments, members of the judiciary, four 
former governors of Massachusetts 
and representatives of foreign powers 
were included in the gallery which 
came to pay homage. 

The House on Monday had several 
lively battles upon various economy 
measures which w’ere passed to be 
engrossed. The measures were the 
seven bills which abolished tax di- 
visions and repealed one law, that 
requiring psychiatric examination of 
certain prisoners. On two of the 
bills, those for the abolishment of 
the Division of Smoke Inspection and 
the Division of Necessuries of Life, 
a roll call vote was forced while a 
voice vote passed the bills abolish- 
ing the Division of Ornithology, Mas- 
sachusetts Industrial and Develop- 
ment Commission, Metropolitan Plan- 
ning Commission, the office of Direc- 
tor of State Parks, and the repeal 
of tlie prisoners’ examination law. 
Rep. Baker’s amendment to the bill 
abolishing the Division of Smoke In- 
spection which provided that inspec- 
tors of the Division who were trans- 
ferred front the Department of Pub- 
lic Utilities when the Division was 
created in 1930 would lie transferred 
hack to the department was uc- 

pted after a roll call vote of 126 
91. On the main bill the vote 
to ubolisii tile division wus 133 to 
8. After debute on the bill to 
uIioUhIi tlie Necessuries of Life 
Commission a roll cull vote of 105 
to 103 passed the bill to be en- 
grossed. Newton’s three Represen- 
tatives, Baker, Brimblecoin und 
Luitwieler, voted in favor on each 
occasion. Rep, Dover of Cambridge 
stated that he would move for re- 
consideration on Tuesday. This mo- 
tion wus defeated by a roll call vote 
of 103 to 113. 


Another roll call on Tuesday was 
on an attempt to substitute a bill 
providing for the election of the 
trustees of savings banks by all de- 
positors for the report of the Com- 
mittee on Banks and Banking giv- 
ing the petition leave to withdraw. 
Substitution was defeated 82 to 119 
with Newton’s three representatives 
voting against the attempt. 

On Wednesday an attempt was 
made to substitute for the adverse 
report of the Committee on Labor 
Industries a bill requiring the label- 
ling of all goods made in Massachu- 
setts with the label "Made in Amer 
ica.” This was defeated by a 
roll cull vote of 81 to 111 with 
Newton’s three representatives vot- 
ing against substitution. 

On Monday Governor Ely’s veto of 
the Kelley pension bill was sus- 
tained by a roll call of 114 to 95. 
Newton’s three representatives voted 
to sustain the Governor. Although 
those sustaining the Governor were 
in the minority the vote lacked tlie 
necessary two-thirds to override veto. 

Yesterday afternoon the Senate de- 
bated for more than two hours the 
economy measures that had been 
passed by the House and before ad- 
journment had advanced five of the 
hills to a third reading and postponed 
action on the remaining two. The 
bill to abolish tlie Metropolitan Plan- 
ning Division was tabled upon motion 
of Senator Hollis who is opposed to 
tlie discontinuance of the division. 
Senator Nicholson of Warehum of- 
fered an amendment to tlie Dill re- 
pealing psychiatric examination of 
certain prisoners reducing the divi- 
sion by one-half. He then obtained 
postponement until next Tuesday. 

Party lines were ignored on tlie 
five measures which were advanced 
witli four Republican Senators, Hollis, 
Nicholson. Miles of Brockton and Ha- 
ley of Rowley opposing the abolition 
of the divisions. The bills abolishing 
the Division of Necessaries of Life 
and transferring the duties of the di- 
rector of Parks to the Division of For- 
estry were ordered to a third reading 
on a voice vote without debate. Tlie 
hill to abolish the Division of Smoke 
Inspection with Rep. Baker’s amend- 
ment protecting the Civil Service 
rights of inspectors of the division 
who were transferred from the De- 
partment of Public Utilities was de- 
bated at length. Senator Finnegan 
of Dorchester moved an amendment 
striking out the House amendment 
from the l)Hi which was passed. The 
bill was ordered to a third reading 
by a voice vote. 

During the debate on the abolition 
of the Massachusetts Industrial and 
Development Commission which Sen- 
ator Hollis opposed he stated t hut 
"some of the reeoniniendntlons of the 
special committee are not in the in- 
terest of economy and this proposal 
is one of them.” A roll-call vote of 
24 to 7 advanced the bill to a third 
reading. The bill to ubolisii the Di- 
vision of Ornithology wus opposed us 
"the silliest economy legislation" by 
Senator Hollis. He suid the division 
was of great value to farmers. After 
further debate the hill was ordered 
to a third reuding by a standing vote. 


Somebody Must Do This 

It used to be said of an erudite 
friend of mine that he so loved sta- 
tistics that he spread them upon 
his bread and butter. In the lan- 
guage of today he "ate ’em up.” 
Never have I been able to acquire 
or develop such an appetite. Still 
there are times when figures im- 
press me, although I can’t explain 
why. 

In a sort of distant and hazy way 
I have always wondered who keeps 
track of a lot of things that go on 
which seem to be nobody’s business 
and yet cannot be ignored. One of 
those things in life that serve the 
same useful purpose of a cross- 
word or jig-saw puzzle. You worry 
u lot over them because you know 
it is good for you but you really 
don’t loso any sleep and even when 
you’ve found out there hasn’t been 
such a whole lot gained. 

Now if you want to keep track of 
things that are going on about you 
and which really are no concern 
of yours I suggest that you study 
the work of the Secretary of State’s 
office for Massachusetts. My good- 
ness, the things they can tell you 
there are enough to make you gasp 
in astonishment — if those kind of 
things astonish you. 

Would you ever have thought that 
in one year 1,217 persons in Mas- 
sachusetts had their names changed 
by the several probate courts? Well, 
they did and yon’ll find it in the 
1932 annual report of the Secretary 
of State. 

And did you know that labels, 
trade-marks, stamps and forms of 
advertisement have to be registered 
and that in 1932 there were 148 
recorded? Or that there were 2,593 
notaries public, 509 justices of the 
peace without powers to solemnize 
marriages and 14 with those powers 
who were appointed last year? 

Miscellaneous certificates (you 
can’t imagine how many different 
kinds of certificates there are) 
amounted to 20,949 in 1932. You 
couldn’t guess the number of birthB, 
marriages and deaths recorded an- 
nually und you’d be surprised, too, 
if you knew how many reports 
from towns and cities of voters, 
and everything are sent to the State 
House for record. Does it mean 
anything to you that about every 
proclamation sent out by the Gov- 
ernor of our State has a circulation 
of 11,000 — at least that number of 
copies are printed? 

The class, I think, has gone far 
enough lor today and soon we’ll 
have another lesson covering wider 
ground. 

Saving the Scraps 

It would please me very much if 
there were correspondence school 
courses on keeping and pasting scrap- 
books. I don’t know' but I’d take 
such a course from the State Uni- 
versity Extension Department, if 
they gave them, because it would 
be cheaper for the reason that the 
taxpayers help to meet the expense. 
But I haven’t any opportunity to 
take such- instruction and certainly 
liaven’t time to keep a scrapbook. 
Not up to date at uny rate. 

Now a scrapbook to me is some- 
thing that (in my imagination) has 
an index revealing the presence on 
tills page and that column of a clip- 
ping of something somebody wrote 
some time on some subject in which 
I was interested. As I see it (still 
in my imagination) it is a highly 
valuable book to have and one to 
which I know I would make fre- 
quent reference. 

Every time I have endeavored to 
maintain this extraordinarily com- 
prehensive volume I have not met 
with the success I had hoped. I am 
proficient enough in clipping things 
from newspapers and muguzines and 
very skillful ut laying them aside 
all properly marked with the date. 
Where I stumble is in getting around 
to pasting these clippings in the 
scrapbook. Oh, I do got some in, but 
my experience 1ms been that by the 
time I’m all set for pasting the ac- 
cumulation of material is over- 
whelming. If I start to rush through 
I not only am apt to skip a whole 
page or get things upside down, 
but tho work is by no meuns neat. 
I’m all gummed up und so is the 
book. But if I take a lot of euro 
and proceed at an artist’s pace I’m 
never sura of getting more than a 
page or two finished In a single sit 
ting.

Few Want This Job 

Next time you happen to observe 
the explosion of dynamite in the 
big sewer now under construction 
in the northeastern section of our 
city here’s something to think 
about. After a dozen or fifteen stic.ks 
of dynamite are set off there is one 
man who must crawl into the ex- 
cavation ami see if all the dynamite 
has exploded. Doesn’t that require 
nerve?

McLean, arranged for an unusual all 
day meeting of the Club on Friday 
February 24th. 

Mrs. Robert Parmenter, chairmau 
of the State Federation department of 
Conservation, was the speaker at the 
morning session, and was introduced 
by Mrs. Justin D. Starkie. Mrs. Par 
nienter showed many interesting or 
beautiful stereopticon slides and mov- 
ing pictures, as she told of the splen 
did work which her department is do- 
ing to conserve the beauty and natur- 
al resources of Massachusetts. 

The spirit of the year 2433 — five 
hundred years from now — prevailed 
at the luncheon which was served at 
noon. The idea, original with Mrs 
Harry L. Harding, chairman of the 
Art department, was carried out in 
a delightful, laughter-provoking way 
The decorations of the luncheon ta 
hies, in black and white, were unique 
They were futuristic in design and nc 
two were alike. 

Mrs. Harding introduced the guests 
of honor: Miss Emma D. Coolidge, 
author and poet and Women’s Clubs 
Editor for the GRAPHIC, Mrs. Sam- 
uel N. Braman, president of the New 
ton Federation; and Mrs. Selden E 
James. Twelfth District director; also 
Mrs. Alvah L. Jordan, Historian foi 
the Club, each of whom gave a short 
address. 

Miss Coolidge. speaking on “How 
tile Famous Poetess Writes in 2433,” 
explained how she put on her electric 
wings, and arrived in five seconds, 
and by pressing a button, travelled 
through delightful rose gardens; al- 
though had she preferred, she could 
have pressed a button that would 
have taken her through beautiful win- 
ter scenes of snow. She mentioned 
the crudeness of skates and skiis of 
which she had read In an old hook 
telling of the unintelligent folk of 
1933, and other manners of their do- 
ing. Then, in an assumed “high- 
brow” voice, she told how the perfect 
poem was thought out. then dictated 
by the mere pressing of a button, to 
a New York magazine, which, due to 
the poet’s distinction, was accorded 
the front page, displacing an "ad" 
on the perfect body to the second 
page; and how in a few minutes a 
buzzer called her to the shute, 
through which had arrived the fin- 
ished magazine, printed by teletype 
and television, and dispensing with 
mail service. 

Mrs. Braman, speaking on “The 
Newton Federation in 2433.” carried 
forward the mention of peculiar hooks 
that told of strange matters of 500 
years ago, and showed how the world 
had progressed, for now there were 
no women’s clubs, or men’s clubs, 
but clubs for all. real understanding 
of equality having come to pass; and 
she explained the new inter-relation- 
ship of a more understanding world. 
She, also, gave some humorous de- 
scriptions of the crudeness of the cus- 
toms of the folk of 1933. 

Mrs. James, whose subject was “In- 
ternational Relations in 2433,” told 
how simple to go to South America or 
Europe for luncheon and he back in 
West Newton in time for supper, by 
the common method of travel in “the 
rocket." which made for world un- 
derstanding and peace. She also 
showed how simplicity in living had 
been attained, in home management, 
and how a pellet of perfectly bal- 
anced diet did away with the cooking 
and preparation of meals. 

Mrs. Jordan, presenting “Tho West 
Newton Women’s Educational Club 
History As It Will Rend after 500 
years,” related how her party on a 
sightseeing trip from Mars happened 
to land on this plane. In the ancient 
city of Newton, where excavation was 
going on, and suw the opening of tho 
iron box found In a huge pillar, which 
told of the activities of some strange 
group thut was called the West Now-j 
ton Women’s Educational Club. She 
summed up many of the new methods

In the GRAPHIC last week It was 
stated that by a vote of 14 to 6 
the Board of Aldermen at its meet- 
ing on Feb. 20 sustained the recom- 
mendation of the Licenses Commit- 
tee in refusing a permit for a gas- 
oline tank and pump to the Newton 
Tire Company at the rear of 237 
Washington st.. Newton. The name 
of Alderman Holden was included 
among those voting against the re- 
port of the committee. Mr. Holden 
did not vote against accepting the 
report. He voted to have this mat- 
ter referred back for further consid- 
eration; this motion being defeated. 
The vote on accepting the report 
followed. 


A couple of weeks ago we saw the 
scene of the terrible tragedy on 
Walnut st., Newton Highlands, when 
leaking gas oxploded in the cellar 
of a house, blowing the dwelling to 
fragments, causing a young woman 
to lose her life in the resultant fire, 
and destroying all the property of 
her aged parents. As one of the 
hundreds of thousands of customers 
of the gas company, who in recent 
years has been paying a premium of 
50 cents each month to this public 
utility corporation as a service 
charge, the thought occurred to us 
that this company could perform a 
real service to Its customers if it en- 
gaged mechanical and chemical en- 
gineers in efforts to devise safeguards 
against such accidents. And there 
aro plenty of competent engineers 
seeking employment today. 


The gas main which supplied the 
house where the explosion occurred 
runs under a gravel sidewalk at this 
place on Walnut st. But, for the 
most part in this city gas and wa- 
ter mains run under the traffic 
roadways in streets. The wonder is 
that more breaks don’t occur with 
huge trucks rumbling over our high- 
ways. Trucks, with their loads, fre- 
quently weigh 15 or 20 tons. Per- 
sons residing on streets over which 
such huge vehicles travel can tes- 
tify as to the vibrations resulting. 
Our ordinary highways were not 
built to withstand this type of traf- 
fic.

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Newton’s New Sewer 

Needed For Many Years 
Gives Work To Hundreds 

Interesting Article Written By City Engineer Morse Gives 
Details of Contract and Aid to Unemployed 


The following article was prepared 
by City Engineer Morse regarding the 
huge public work now in progress at 
Newton. This article explains the na- 
ture of the work and the method be 
ing used In employing on It hundreds 
of men who are dependent for relief 
on the Newton Welfare Department 
and the Mayor's Relief Committee. 

The project now going forward In 
this city in the’ excavation of a new, 
main line sanitary sewer at an esti- 
mated cost of $350,000 is accomplish- 
ing a two fold purpose. It will relieve 
a badly overloaded portion of the 
city’s sewerage system and It is pro- 
viding work for able-bodied men, who 
have been unemployed and were de- 
pendent for support on the Welfare 
Department of the city. 

A high-level intercepting sewer 60 
In. and 63 in. in diameter, is being 
built to divert the sewage from the 
high land to an extension of the high- 
level sewer of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission (serving Boston and 
other cities and towns), thus relieving 
the lower portion of the system. The 
estimated cost of the project was 
much higher than had been expected 
but with many men out of work and 
receiving help from the Welfare De- 
partment and the Mayor's Relief Com- 
mittee. the Mayor and Board of Al- 
dermen did not hesitate to proceed 
with the work. 

In view of the difficulties of requir- 
ing the contractor to use welfare la- 
bor under the usual type of municipal 
contract, consideration w’as given to 
a form of contract which would as- 
sure the use of such labor. The Civil 
Service restrictions are such that con- 
struction by welfare men on force ac- 
oount did not appear feasible.

Finally a modified form of cost plus 
fixed fee contract was executed with 
T. Stuart & Son Co., a local contract- 
j ing company and one of broad expe- 
rience and high standing. 

This type of contract assures the 
use of local and welfare labor and it 
also provides the experience and driv 
ing energy of a successful contractor. 

The contract calls for the city to 
pay for all labor, materials, supplies 
small tools, for all trucking at stated 
rates per hour with ample restric 
tions regarding delays. 

The resident engineer authorizes 
the placing of orders for materials 
and supplies after the contractor has 
obtained quotations; he certifies as to 
proves the receipted bill after it has 
been paid by the contractor. Advan- 
. tage is taken of competitive prices 
and cash discounts on all purchases 
The resident engineer also certifies to 
the accuracy of all pay rolls, the 
character of work done by the sev 
eral men and the amounts paid them 
The contractor pays all bills and pay- 
rolls and Is reimbursed by the city on 
approval by the engineer — monthly 
for materials and supplies and week- 
ly for labor. 

At a conference with the heads of 
the City Welfare Department, the 
Soldiers’ Relief Committee and the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee, the qual 
ideations for the different ^types of 
labor were dedned by the contractor 
that is for pick and shovel men, for 
carpenters, etc. The contractor noti 
fies the Mayor’s Relief Committee of 
the number of each type of men re- 
quired from time to time. The Wei 
fare Department and the Soldiers’ Re- 
lief Committee pick out men on theii 
list, with these qualifications and cer- 
tify them to the Mayor’s Relief Com 
mittee. The head of this committee 
sends the men with a card to the con- 
tractor on the job. The contractor 
puts them to work after verifying 
their physical dtness and capability 
He deals only with the head of the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee. 

When men drst report for work 
and look the job over, a very few of 
them decide they do not care for it 
and walk away. Such men thereby 
forfeit their good standing with the 
Relief and Welfare organization. For 
the most part, however, the men ap 
pear to have been well quallded, will 
ing to work, and the success of this 
method of handling labor seems to be 
assured. Most of the common wel- 
fare labor receives employment at 40 
cents per hour. The welfare car- 
penters work three days a week at 
75 cents per hour although a few’ lead 
ing carpenters w’ork full time at the 
same rate. 

Preliminary borings indicate that 
the tunnels will be largely in rock 
luminated slate. In the Mount Ida 
tunnel, which is 150 feet deep at the 
maximum, the borings indicate so lit 
tie rock over the roof of the tunnel 
that undoubtedly in some parts the

Coordinating 
Committee For 
Relief Work 

Mayor Weeks Appoints Three 
Well Known Newton Men 


The special committee appointed 
by Mayor Weeks to assist In coord- 
inating welfare activities In this city 
has started to function. This com- 
mittee Is composed of Alderman 
Charles B. Floyd, of Auburndale, 
chairman: Edward J. Kivell of Pros- 
pect st., West Newton: Herbert P. 
Wasgatt of Moffat rd.. Waban. The 
purpose of this committee Is to pro- 
vide prompt interchange of Informa- 
ion between the several organizations 
engaged in relief work in the New- 
tons to facilitate the activities of 
these bodies. It w’ill endeavor to as- 
sist the Welfare Department, the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee, the New- 
ton Welfare Bureau and the Catholic 
charitable organizations. This com- 
mittee will not attempt to supervise 
or interfere with the work of the 
Welfare Department, which has been 
operating efficiently under the direc- 
tion of Miss Florence FitzGerald. 
Mayor Weeks evidenced his satisfac- 
tion with Miss FitzGerald’s work In 
these very trying times by reappoint- 
ing her recently for another year. 

The committe will try to eliminate 
duplication of effort In the activities 
of the different relief bodies and will 
aid In obtaining Information regard- 
ing individual cases. Many cases of 
persons needing aid have peculiar 
ramifications because of the wide 
difference in the past economic sta- 
tus of individuals and families now 
in impoverished circumstances. The 
committee will meet about once a 
week. 

Aid to men accustomed to manual 
labor is being provided largely by 
emergency employment on play- 
ground and park areas and on the 
sew’er tunnel job. Appropriations 
made by the Board of Aldermen at 
the recommendation of the Mayor 
finance these projects. Aid for the 
so-called "w’hite collar” class is being 
provided from the Community Chest. 

During the week ending Feb. 24th, 
over 4000 men. women and children 
received aid in this city and $9460.37 
were expended in this work. The 
Welfare Department expended $3732.- 
10 in assisting over 1500 persons; 
the Soldiers’ Relief Department $2381. 
25 in aiding over 900 persons; the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee $347.- 
02 in assisting moie than 1700 per- 
sons. 

In former years the heaviest 
months for relief assistance have 
been March and April, but because 
of the extraordinary conditions now- 
prevailing it is doubtful if there will 
be an appreciable lessening of appli- 
cations for relief during the coming 
Spring. 


Thief Snatches Bag 

Another highway robbery occurred 
in this city late last Sunday night. 
As Catherine Costello of 310 Ham- 
mond st.. Chestnut Hill, was ap- 
proaching that address she was ac- 
costed by a thief who grabbed her 
handbag and after a struggle 
snatched it from her and fled. A 
similar holdup occurred In that sec- 
tion two w’eeks previously. 


Newton Banks 
Among First To 
Open for Business 

Start Tuesday To Afford Facil- 
ities to Patrons 


On Tuesday the Newton National 
Bank began to issue funds for the 
payment of payrolls. It was one of 
the first national banks in the State 
to begin this activity since the bank 
holiday was declared. It also start- 
ed to pay small sums to depositors 
who needed the necessaries of life. 

The Newton Trust Company was 
one of the first State controlled 
hanks In Massachusetts to start bus- 
iness this week. On Tuesday it be- 
gan to receive cash for new depos- 
its and make change for customers. 
Yesterday it issued funds for sever- 
al payrolls, including $18,000 for 
the city payroll and $2400 for relief 
funds. 

The Savings Banks yesterday com- 
menced to receive new cash deposits 
and to make limited payments under 
the regulations specified by the State 
Bank Commissioner. 


Advertising Signs 
On Newton Streets 
In Defiance of Law 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night Alderman 
Temperley inquired of City Solicitor 
Bartlett if the advertising signs on the 
reservation at Commonw’ealth ave., 
near Cedar and Morton sts.. Newton 
Centre can he so located legally? 
Mr. Bartlett ruled that these signs 
are not on this public street lawfully. 
Notwithstanding this ruling, the signs 
continue to he allow’ed on the reserva- 
tion. 

In asking this information Mr. Tem- 
perly suggested that if the city had 
the legal right to permit the use of 
the reservation on the avenue for pri- 
vate advertising signs, it ought to ob- 
tain revenue from those advertising. 
Other advertising signs have been 
placed on Beacon st., near Crescent 
ave., and on Parker st. at Howe rd., 
Newton Centre.

There was a veritable gabfest at 
the meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
on Monday night. The cause of the 
unusual outburst of loquacity on the 
part of the ordinarily taciturn Aider- 
men was the petition of the Standard 
Oil Company for a permit to estab- 
lish a gasoline filling station at 552- 
564 Commonwealth ave., Newton Cen- 
tre. Thirteen of the twenty members 
present participated in the arguments, 
pro and con, regarding this petition. 
Some of the debaters spoke once, 
some spoke twice, and a few were so 
interested in giving audibility to their 
attitude on the question, that they 
spoke three, or more times. Seven 
of the contestants in the forensic 
battle royal argued against the peti- 
tion; six spoke for it. Possibly, the 
fact that Republican Ward and City 
Committee leaders urged Aldermen to 
oppose the petition, may have aroused 
some of those who debated from the 
lingual lethargy w’hich usually is their 
wont at meetings of the Board. 

The oratorical outburst commenced 
when the Claims & Rules Committee 
made a majority report in favor of 
the petition. The members of the 
committee who voted In favor were 
Bow’en, Chandler, Gordon and Greb- 
enstein. Those voting in the nega- 
tive w’ere Holden. Murray and Sproat. 
Alderman Grebenstein. chairman of 
the committee, and who has been 
consistently for the petition opened 
the debate. He said that the peti- 
tioners in matters affecting the zon- 
ing ordinance should receive like 
treatment whether they be a large 
corporation such as the Standard Oil 
Company, or some ordinary individu- 
al. He argued that that section of the 
zoning ordinance regarding non-con- 
forming uses in residence zones i9 of 
vital importance: he called attention 
to the provisions made in the ordi- 
nance to afford relief to property own- 
ers so that single family dwellings 
can be altered into two-family houses, 
and owners of small lots of land can 
be given protection. He stated that 
in 1920 a permit had been granted at 
the locus involved for a gasoline fill- 
ing station and garage. He advocated 
that some of those w-ho have been op- 
posing this petition should practice 
the Golden Rule, and he cited as a 
precedent a permit which was grant- 
ed in 1925 for the altering of a gar- 
age at Commonwealth ave. and Wood- 
bine st. so that a filling station might 
be established there. He also re- 
ferred to the willingness of the Al- 
dermen a few years ago to grant an 
enlargement of the Monahan filling 
station at Washington and Auburn 
sts., provided that the petitioner 
would remove part of the building 
on the property, which he refused to 
do. He also referred to the granting 
of the permit for the filling station 
at Centre and Willow sts.. although 
many had opposed it, and he com- 
mented that he can’t understand why 
some of the people who favored the 
Willow st. station, oppose the pro- 
posed station on the avenue. He read 
a long list of names of persons resid- 
ing in the vicinity of the proposed 
station who favor the granting of a 
permit. He said he could not believe 
that most of the people of Newton 
Centre are opposed to the station. 

Alderman Murray said that no ex- 
tension of business of any kind should 
he permitted on Commonwealth ave. 
Alderman Bowen argued that the Al- 
dermen have no moral right to inter-

fere with the extension of business 
conducted as non-conforming uses of 
residential zones, or in the sale of 
land w’here a non-conforming use ex- 
ists. He contended that if this peti- 
tion were refused, it would establish 
a precedent for refusing similar peti- 
tions affecting other non-conforming 
properties in residential zones. Al- 
derman Murray answered this argu- 
ment by saying that such a precedent 
was established several years ago 
when the petition for the extension 
of a non-conforming use at 156 Wal- 
tham st., West Newton was refused 
to a Mr. McEttigan. 

Alderman Pratt said that the peti- 
tion for this filling station on Com- 
monwealth ave. had started last May. 
has been before the Board four times, 
and would have been refused last year 
except for Alderman Grebenstein ask- 
ing that it be referred to this year's 
Board. Mr. Pratt stated that at the 
last public hearing on this matter, 
only one man, not directly concerned, 
had favored it. He said the present 
building on the property has been 
allowed to fall into poor repair to 
influence the granting of the sought 
permit, and he called attention to the 
fact that all three aldermen from 
Ward 6 are opposed to it. 

Alderman Holden said that when 
the zoning ordinance was passed in 
1922 it was intended to have non- 
conforming buildings in residence 
zones revert eventually to residential 
use. He argued that the avenue is 
used almost entirely for residential 
purposes from Lake st to Norumbega, 
that all citizens of Newton are inter- 
ested in this avenue, and to allow the 
proposed filling station would set a 
precedent for the intrusion of busi- 
ness. He contended that even by the 
widest stretch of the imagination one 
cannot see where there has been a 
filling station at the property in ques- 
tion during the past 12 years, as 
claimed, when what little gasoline 
sold was dispensed from portable 
tanks on the sidewalk. He said the 
majority of Newton Centre people 
don't want this station and that for 
each name Grebenstein read in favor, 
he can get 10 names of persons op- 
posed. 

Alderman Grebenstein asked Hol- 
den how he expected a business prop- 
erty assessed for $40,000 would be 
sold for residences at 25c per foot? 
Alderman Gallagher contended that 
the most of the Board are not fully 
informed regarding the proposed sta- 
tion. He moved that the matter be 
referred back to the Claims & Rules 
Committee for further study. He as- 
serted that the men who hold a mort- 
gage on the filling station at Willow 
st. are opposing the proposed station 
for selfish reasons. Alderman Tem- 
perley contended that there has been 
no filling station at the locus in ques- 
tion as only portable sidewalk tanks 
have been used. He asked City Soli- 
citor Bartlett for a ruling. Mr. Bart- 
lett ruled that, inasmuch as the per- 
mit had been granted and exercised, 
it has become part of the property. 

Aldermun Cronin said he did not 
agree with Alderman Bowen that 
the Board is taking something away 
from the petitioners; on the contra- 
ry. the petitioners are asking for 
something. Cronin argued that the 
Standard Oil Company cares noth- 
ing about keeping the avenue beau- 
tiful. but merely seeks to make 
money. He said that big* corporations 
should not be given choice station lo- 
cations from coast to coast; they 
should confine themselves to the 
wholesale business and allow local

SPORT SCHEDULES 
—FOOTBALL CHANGES 

The Newton High School athletic 
committee approved the schedules in 
baseball, tennis and outdoor track for 
the coming season nnd also for the 
football season next fall at its meet- 
ing last week.

The fourth 
game away will be that with Wai 
tham. In addition to the league 
games at homo Newton will also en- 
tertain Framingham, Boston High 
School of Commerce.

The tennis team will have its usual 
quota of dual matches opening with 
Country Day School on April 19th and 
will enter the annual Interscholastic 
tournament at Longwood on May 
20th. 

The greatest and most important 
changes occur in the football sched- 
ule for next fall. As announced in 
these columns several weeks ago the 
schedule will be for ten games which 
is due to the fact that Thanksgiving 
Day, falling on the last day of No- 
vember, permits an additional Novem- 
ber date.

The decision of Fr. Russell Haley, 
basketball coach at Our T^ndy High, 
not to permit his tenm to engngo In 
a post-senson game has automatically 
resulted In the forfeiture of the claim 
of the locnl school on the 1933 Cath- 
olic High School league title to Cathe- 
dral High. The two teams ended the 
season last Friday in a deadlock for 
honors ns tho result of an unexpected 
defeat of tho Newton tenm by Mis- 
sion High of Roxbury In tho latter’s 
gym. A league rule which reads to 
the effect that In case of a tie and the 
president of the league should re- 
quest a playoff the title will be for- 
feited by either tenm which does not 
care to participate in such a game. 
The refusal of tho Our Lady High offi- 
cials to play-off for the title is in no 
way concerned with the deadlock 
which was brought about last Fri- 
day. Several days before the Mis- 
sion game when tho local quintet 
seems virtually certain of retaining 
its title Rev. Haley announced that 
his team would play no basketball af- 
ter the Mission game.

Mayor Weeks 
Talks on Taxation 

Raises Question of Keeping 
Newton Tax Rate Down 


In speaking before the Newton Ki- 
wanls Club on Tuesday of this week, 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks discussed gov 
ernment finance nnd raised the ques- 
tion as to whether the Newton tax 
rate can bo continued at its present 
low level or not. "I do not know 
whether we can hold the 1932 tax rate 
in Newton,” said the Mayor, “It is the 
lowest of any city In the state. I am 
hopeful, but naturally the decreased in- 
come and the increased cost for wel- 
fare work are both to be respected." 

People of the United States, we are 
told, had an income in 1929 of $84,- 
000,000,000. This Income had dropped 
to $40,000,000,000 up to 1932. This 
means that in 1932 the per capita 
income was $320 or, $22 lower than 
the per capita income of $342 which 
pertained 20 years ago in 1913. On the 
other hand, since 1913 the cost of 
government has risen from 3 to ap 
proximately 16 billion dollars, and it 
is estimated that in 1932 50% of the 
total income was paid out in taxes 
and interest on indebtedness. 

"This situation," the Mayor points 
out, "cannot continue indefinitely. We 
are having a new deal in Washing- 
ton,” he said, “I consider myself, and 
further, that every American should 
consider himself above partisan poli- 
tics at this time and hope and pray 
that the party in power will bring us 
out of the throes of this depression. 
I believe that President Roosevelt lias 
a great opportunity. He has chosen 
an excellent cabinet — especially his 
Secretary of the Treasury and his 
Secretary of State. Woodin is a sound 
money man. Quack panaceas cannot 
restore prosperity. This country has 
gone through many depressions and 
inflation will not bring us out of this 
one. 

"The average municipality is geared 
up to the standards of living that ex- 
isted four years ago. We must have 
a radical change. If private business 
were run like some municipalities, 
they would soon be bankrupt. 

"In the City of Newton, in a period 
from 1930 to 1933, while State, Coun- 
try and Metropolitan warrants have 
increased about 9% the City expen 
ses have been reduced from $5,088,- 
000 to $4,290,000 or, about 16%. In 
the same period, the City’s income, 
including its share of the income, tax- 
es, automobile excise taxes, and mis- 
cellaneous receipts have fallen ap- 
proximately 50%, while on the other 
hand, its welfare expenses have in- 
creased 500%" 

The mayor concluded with the hope 
that people everywhere would take a 
greater interest in their government 
bodies and be more conscious of the 
fact that every cost of government 
must be borne by the tax payer. He 
emphasized the high cost of finance 
in the luxury of being governed — 50% 
of our income going for interest on 
past indebtedness.

The Home Service Section of the 
Red Cross reports an increase over 
the previous year in each branch 
that it serves. Personal and telephone 
interviews to the number of 564 were 
given, being 218 more than last 
year. Fifteen more families were 
assisted, making a total of 73 fam- 
ilies and the Relief item shows an 
increase of $431.76, this amount be- 
ing largely due to the fact that two 
families were carried over a period of 
months by the Canadian Canteen 
Fund administered through this of- 
fice. $255.59 are to be refunded from 
Washington for this item. Intensive 
case work was done in these two 
families, the problems being unem- 
ployment, need of medical and den- 
tal care, intemperance and a pos- 
sible mental condition on the part of 
one of the Canadian veterans. 

Thirty of the 73 families assisted 
were suffering from unemployment. 
In October, 1931, the National Head- 
quarters of the American Red Cross 
referred 2S cases of unemployed dis- 
abled veterans to this office. The 
men were urged to register with the 
Mayor’s Relief Committee, of wiiich 
they knew nothing and information 
was given them of the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Relief Department. The 
amount of $461.16 was given from 
this ofHce to families of 6 veterans. 
Twelve sociul contact reports to the 
Veterans’ Bureau on home conditions 
of children of deceased or incompe- 
tent veterans were made, this being 
one of the main services rendered the 
Bureau for the past three years.

OPEN EVENINGS 
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THE BANKING HOLIDAYS 

The banking holidays have created situations in the every- 
day life of the present generation never before experienced by 
many. Through it all there is but one course for the public to 
follow. That course should be charted on the seas of Con- 
fidence, Co-operation and Commonsense. 

Confidence is the primary requisite. We might have clear- 
ing house certificates, scrip, and other temporary forms of 
currency, but all the currency in the world would do no good 
under present circumstances if confidence were lacking. The 
strong banks can only operate for the benefit of the country 
when they have the confidence of the country. An early return 
of this confidence is essential to the return to normal conditions. 

Co-operation is also necessary. Everyone has the same basic 
problem, that of getting along until conditions as they affect 
the individual or his family and business are restored to normal. 
A philosophical outlook upon the situation and a willingness 
to co-operate for the benefit of all and not a selfish attempt to 
benefit at the expense of someone else will go a long way to 
relieve the situation. Happily this philosophical outlook has 
been evident to a surprising and gratifying extent. It has made 
the task far easier for those who have carried much of the 
burden of solving the countless problems involved. 

Commonsense is the third primary element which is brought 
into the situation. Commonsense has dictated the policy of pro- 
ceeding slowly, yet surely, in restoring conditions to as near 
normal as possible. Hasty action might well have been re- 
gretted. 

What about the future? Confidence, co-operation and com- 
monsense will be necessary for a steady and continued im- 
provement. There is little doubt that eventually the bank 
holidays will have proved to be a beneficial step in progress 
toward economic recovery. With the three essentials our ship 
will sail along into calmer seas.

It is realized that work in rock tun- 
nel and winter work in open cut part- 
ly in fine wet sand requiring .the use 
of well points and partly in rock, is 
not ideal for the employment of 
welfare labor.

Since Newton is 
largly a suburban residential commu- 
nity, skilled labor of certain types was 
not available among its citizens 
Hoisting engineers, shovel runners 
drill runners, pump operators and tun- 
nel foremen in each of the four head- 
ings, had to be secured from out of 
town.

The work is being financed by a 
40-year serial bond issue. Competi 
tlon for the bonds was keen with bids 
from 13 bankers or groups of bank- 
ers received on December 9, 1932.

Labor designated as "other resi- 
dents" is not on the welfare list. It 
is probable that much of this labor 
would soon be on the list if this work 
were not provided. 

The proportion of welfare men is 
constantly rising as they become hard- 
ened, as they gain in experience and 
as more competent men are found to 
take the places of other labor. 

It is believed that the efficiency of 
the welfare men is now’ at least 80% 
as high as that of the non-welfare 
men, and that as they become more 
UBed to the work it will be difficult 
to see any difference in efficiency. 
This checks closely with the experi- 
ence of our engineers on similar 
w’ork in other municipalities during 
the last two years where with ex- 
perience as the work progressed the 
welfare men obtained efficiencies of 
76% or better as compared with the 
efficiency of open market contract la- 
bor. This moderate inefficiency is 
more than offset by the reduction in 
expenditures of the Welfare Depart 
ment equal to the wages paid the wel- 
fare men plus the wage paid and those 
"Other Residents" who would have 
been thrown onto the Welfare De- 
partment had they not received this 
work. 

Progress. Progress in the four tun 
nel headings has averaged 6 feet per 
shift per heading for each of the two 
shifts. This means a total of nearly 
60 feet per day. The 4600 feet for 
tunnel is 19% holed out us of Febru- 
ary 11. In open cut there have been 
only 2 lost days due to bud weather.

HEALTH EDUCATION — No. -I 


Teaching of Health Habits and Attitudes (Cont.) 


Care of the Teetli 

The schools help to establish the following habits and attitudes 
in regard to the care of the tenth. First and foremost: To oat 
foods that will build strong teeth. 2. To eat foods that exercise 
the teeth. 3. To eat candy and sweets in moderation and only nt 
the end of a meal. 4. To regard the dentist as a friend and visit 
him regularly twice a year. 5. To brush the teeth every day in the 
approved manner. 6. Novel to bite or break hnrd substances with 
the teeth. In the upper grndes specific and appropriate knowledge 
concerning the teeth and their care Is taught. 

Care of Eyes and Ears 

Every school system Is required by State law to test the eyes and 
ears of all children annually. The eyes are tested by means of 
certain combinations of letters which can be seen at a distance of 
twenty feet If the vision Is perfect. The material for this testing 
Is provided by the State. Light conditions are arranged so that eye- 
strain is reduced to a minimum. Children learn that it is not wise 
to read lying down or on moving cars, that glasses, if needed, should 
be fitted by an eye specialist, and that glare and reflections from 
artificial light are to be avoided. 

An audiometer is used for testing ears. This measures the loss 
of sensation units. A child who has sufficient loss to retard his 
school accomplishment is offered an opportunity to learn Lip Read- 
ing. Children with this difficulty are encouraged to place themselves 
where they can hear advantageously rather than hide the fact that 
they cannot hear. 

posture 

Good posture is a natural outcome of good physical development. 
Proper seating and frequent relaxation periods help children to 
maintain good natural posture In the classroom. We teach children 
good standing posture: feet straight ahead, waist in. chest high, 
knees easy, arms and shoulders held naturally, smile. Habitual 
good posture, sitting, standing and walking, is emphasized during 
the entire day. 

Fresh Air and Sunshine 

Because fresh air and sunshine are stimulating to both mind 
and body we try to teach children that good ventilation makes them 
more alert and comfortable, more efficient and contented. We try 
to develop a love for out-of-door activities, and to build up n 
knowledge and appreciation that sunshine makes them feel happy 
and active and that a part of every day must be spent out of doorB 
In play and exercise for normal growth and robust health. 

Cleanliness 

Because medical authorities tell us that approximately 92% of 
communicable disease Is transmitted from hand to mouth, it would 
seem that cleanliness of hands and the keeping of them away from 
the mouth Is an Important part in any health program. Washing 
the hands before eating and after going to the toilet is of prime 
importance. Cleanliness both inside and out is essential to the 
child’s health. It has its aesthetic values and Its effect upon mental 
health Is important. The dnily Inspection in the classroom is a 
valuable activity for establishing good cleanliness habits. 

Morning Health Inspection 

In any teaching where a high standard of excellence is required 
there must be some systematic check-up of achievement. In the 
health program a morning health habit check-up is invaluable. 
This inspection is really an appreciation of the children’s efforts in 
the establishment of good health habits. It gives an opportunity to 
emphasize particular health habits and to give credit for improved 
personal appearance an.d individual effort. Teachers carry out this 
program in different ways, depending upon their originality and 
initiative. As the children grow older the Inspection may be an in- 
dividual matter rather than a group activity. 

The Healthy Personality 

A healthy personality develops from within. Many influences are 
constantly at work upon the child to affect his behavior and atti- 
tudes toward himself and others. A satisfactory program of health 
teaching should develop the consciousness that the real rewards 
of healthful living are found in growth and development, in im- 
proved physical achievement and In the satisfactions of physical 
and mental health.

Under The Gilded 
Dome 

Principal activity at the State 
House this week centered around con- 
ditions brought about by the banking 
holidays. The legislature was called 
by telegram to meet at nine o’clock 
Monday morning Instead of at the 
usual hour of two o’clock in order to 
pass an emergency measure giving 
Bank Commissioner Arthur Guy pow 
ers bordering upon that of a dictator 
This was accomplished by quick ac 
tion upon the part of both branches 
in order to enable the Bank Commis- 
sioner to work in co-operation with 
national regulations. The action of 
Lieutenant Governor Bacon in pro- 
claiming the banking holiday at the 
request of Governor Ely, who was In 
Washington last Saturday to attend 
the Inauguration, was validated and 
the Governor was also given power to 
extend the holiday. The action on 
both matters was taken upon two 
bills reported by the Committee on 
Banks and Banking after a lengthy 
session on Sunday afternoon. Sever- 
al amendments to the bills were of- 
fered on the floor of the House on 
Monday morning but all were reject- 
ed. An amendment to control the 
Governor’s future actions In extend 
ing the holidays or declare holidays 
in the future by making it necessary 
for the advice and consent of the Gov- 
ernor’s council to be obtained before 
taking such steps was offered by Rep. 
Murtin Hays of Brighton. The amend- 
ment went to a roll-call vote with 117 
votes in favor and 100 opposed. Rep- 
resentatives Baker, Brimblecom and 
Luitwieler voted in favor. The vote 
was reconsidered within a short time 
and after some further debate the 
amendment rejected by a voice vote. 

On Thursday dictatorial powers were 
extended to the Commissioner of In- 
surance, Merton L. Brown, In order 
to give protection for Insurance prob- 
lems created by conditions brought 
about by the bank holidays. The pow- 
ers granted enable the Commissioner 
to regulute affairs in conformity with 
other stutos new regulations. A fili- 
buster in the Senute, the first in near- 
ly a decade, took place when a few 
Senators attempted to block passage 
of this legislation after it had been 
pussed to bo engrossed by the House 
After considerable debate during which 
attempted amendments, threuts to 
take the constitutionality of the bill 
to the Supreme Court, and uttempts 
to recess the various Senators with- 
drew their objections and passed the 
bill through its various stages and 
sent it hack to the Houbb to bo enact- 
ed. Rep. Pratt of Saugus attempted 
to prevent further progress of the bill 


In debate against the adoption of an 
emergency preamble on the grounds 
that the House was being stampeded 
into hysteria over the emergencies and 
that the bill would give the insurance 
companies unwarranted privileges. On 
a rising vote only eight or nine mem- 
bers supported Mr. Pratt and the bill 
was enacted. 

The banking holidays have appar- 
ently prolonged the life of the Divi- 
sion of Necessaries of Life as the Sen- 
ate this week postponed action on the 
hill to abolish this division among 
several others as an economy meas- 
ure. Governor Ely has called the 
functions of the division into play In 
order to prevent profiteering In food. 
The Senate has also postponed action 
on the abolishment of the Metropoli- 
tan Planning Commission. The upper 
branch, however, passed the bills abol- 
ishing the Mass. Industrial Commis- 
sion, and the Division of Ornithology 
by roll-call votes. Senator Hollis 
voted against abolishment in each 
case. On the hill to abolish the Di- 
vision of Smoke Inspection, which the 
House had amended to provide for 
transfer of those inspectors who were 
doing this work when the division 
was created under the Department of 
Public Utilities Commission hack into 
that department, the Senate rejected 
the amendment. Yesterday the bill 
came back to the House for concur- 
rence without the amendment and af- 
ter considerable debate the House con- 
curred by a rising vote. 

On Wednesday the House went to a 
roll-call on the matter of substitution 
of a bill relative to filling of positions 
in the service of the Commonwealth 
and the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission which are not subject to the 
laws governing the civil service for 
the report of the committee on Pub- 
lic Service giving the petition leavo 
to withdraw. Substitution failed by 
a vote of 89 to 122 with Newton’s 
three Representatives voting to sus- 
tain the committee report. 

A bill providing for advance pay- 
ments on account of taxes for 1933 
and 1934 if the municipality accepts 
the provisions of the act was passed 
to be engrossed in the House this 
week.

The Boston Retail Grocers Associa- 
tion met on Wednesday. It Is com- 
posed of 400 grocers who own nnd 
opernto their stores In Boston nnd 
vicinity. These grocers voted to keep 
prices of food nt as low levels ns pos- 
sible during the present crisis nnd 
to mnke every effort to see thnt no 
persons in their respective communi- 
ties shall be hungry. 

With the public spirited attitude of 
these independent store owners con- 
trast the instructions sent out to the 
managers of food stores owned by one 
of the chain corporations in this coun- 
try. These managers were ordered 
to cash no checks for anyone; charge 
no merchandise to anyone; accept no 
checks for merchandise; all transac- 
tions to be on n cash basis. Humani- 
tarian corporation: isn’t it? Public 
spirited; benevolent. We haven’t 
much sympathy, however, for the peo- 
ple who have been regular customers 
of this corporation, or others of its 
type. Most of these customers knew 
that such corporations are run on n 
cold-blooded basis. Most of these cus- 
tomers during the boom years de- 
manded good wages and working con- 
ditions. But, because they could save 
a little on their purchases by trading 
with such a corporation, these custom- 
ers assisted In driving from liveli- 
hoods millions of persons formerly en- 
gaged in business; concentrated re- 
tail merchandising largely into the 
grasp of huge combines, and eventu- 
ally helped to bring about the pres- 
ent sorry state of affairs.

Should a State official who retires 
after having been accused of malfea- 
sance in office, and even more seri- 
ous accusations, be given a pension?

Ho favored a filling station 
permit running to the Individual ob- 
taining It, Instead of reverting to the 
property owner at the locus. 

Alderman Gordon told of being anx- 
ious to protect zoning in Newton but 
favored the granting of the permit and 
scoffed at the idea of Commonwealth 
avenue being changed to a business 
street. He asserted that when New-, 
ton Centre people talk of the avenue 
being made a gasoline alley, they 
either don’t know what they are talk- 
ing about, or are falsifying. He said 
there are only two other gas sta- 
tions on the avenue in residence 
zones. 

Alderman Farrell, who at a meet- 
ing of the Board on October 3rd, 1932. 
pleaded against a permit for a gas- 
oline filling station being granted to 
the Bacliracli Associates at 978 Wa- 
tertown st. because It w’ould be oper- 
ated by a big oil company and would 
hurt the Independent owners of seven 
small stations in that section, obvious- 
ly has changed his attitude since that 
time. On that night he also argued 
that there were too many filling sta- 
tions in the city. But Monday night 
he espoused the cause of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company and spoke in favor 
of the petition. He said the abuttors 
to the property involved favor the sta- 
tion. Referring to protests against 
the station by the Newton Centro and 
Newtonville Improvement Associa- 
tions, Farrell said that improvement, 
societies disapproving of improve- 
ments would receive no consideration 
from him. He contended that the Al- 
dermen should act on facts In consid- 
ering the petition, not on sentiment 
or emotion. 

Alderman Hill said that there are 
two points to bo considered: 1st, the 
way the people In the district feel 
about it; 2nd, how it affects the in- 
terest of the city. Hill said that all 
three aldermen from Ward 6 say the 
majority of the people there oppose 
the station. He stated that when the 
zoning ordinance was passed in 1922 
It was then hoped that business prop- 
erties In residential zones would re- 
turn to residential uses. 

Alderman Jamieson said that non- 
conforming use of residence zones for 
business should be restricted, rather 
than extended. Alderman Chundlor 
told of his love for Newton and thnt 
he wouldn’t do anything to injure 
Commonwealth ave. But, ho said thnt 
there hae been a filling station permit 
attached to the property Involved, It 
can’t be taken away, and the aldermen 
are obliged to allow the extension of 
non-conforming uses in residence 
zones. He commented that a good- 
looking filling station Is preferable to 
dirty stores. 

A roll-call vote was taken on the 
report of the Claims & Rulos Com 
mitten recommending the granting of 
the petition. The recommendation was 
defeated by a vote of 14 to 6. One of 
those who voted with the majority 
was Alderman Gallagher who, appar- 
ently had spoken In favor of the peti- 
tion. Thoso voting Yes were — Alder- 
men Bowen, Chandler, Farrell, Gor 
don, Grebenstein, Hawkins. Thoso 
voting No were Aldermen Collins, Cor- 
dlngley, Cronin, Floyd, Gallagher, Hill 
Holden, Howlett, Jamieson, McKay, 
Murray, Pratt, Sproat and Temperloy.

If 
tho figures revealed are wlmt was 
hoped for everything is O. K. If 
not. there Is trouble somewhere. Tho 
scnleB must be a little off. Same 
thing goes for those used In the 
home. Personally, I believe tho scales 
are probably more accurate than 
given credit for while the fault 
really lies — but we won’t get Into an 
argument. 

Nevertheless, thero has to be a 
master set of scales In every com- 
munity whereby a standard is es- 
tablished. Those you cannot dis- 
pute. If you did it wouldn’t get you 
anything. Their word, or rather 
their figures are final. It is my priv- 
ilege to have access to a master set 
and once in a while, when I feel 
that I can stand tho shock, I step 
on and wait for the fatal arrow to 
point at me In rebuke. It usually 
does. 

Opportunity to walk, which exer- 
cise is recommended as productive 
of the best results In efforts to re- 
duce, is not given me as much as I 
would wish. Still, I seize what 
chances arise. On a recent Sunday 
afternoon ramble I met two friends, 
both of whom said, "Trying to drop 
a few pounds, aren’t you?" Yes, I 
must look as bad as that. 

Wisecracks usually increase my 
courage. Yet the other night I 
weakened, though not without pro- 
test. An amateur theatrical per- 
formance had come to a close and 
those of us who had been ornamented 
with grease paint had washed-up and 
started for our homes. One of the 
youngsters insisted that I accept his 
invitation to ride with him. I shook 
my head, explained that I wasn’t 
tired, that a short walk would make 
me sleep better and I didn’t want 
to take him out of his way. He 
wouldn’t have it. "You must," he 
persisted. "I've taken everything 
off the back seat so you’ll have 
plenty of room." 

Life’s See-saw 

One of those friendly philosophers, 
w’hose words, when weighed with pre- 
cision, usually prove more critical 
than philosophical, was admonishing 
a group of acquaintances to remem- 
ber that Fate had sliuffied the cards 
for a large number of people in the 
past few years. Meeting no chal- 
lenge he proceeded to advise that 
we, none of us, attempt to "high 
hat” any supposed inferiors. "You 
may find the man who was way up 
a short time ago is now striving in 
a very humble capacity to keep the 
wolf from the door,” he said.

ing our pleasant relations. We 
would talk over the places we went 
on the travel tour that brought us 
and other sightseeing Americans to- 
gether temporarily. 

"As arranged, I met him at the 
South Station und bundled him into 
a taxicab to take him to my club. 
There we had dinner. After a good 
meal we pushed our chairs back and 
began to live over again our travels 
on the continent. I could not fail to 
notice that our efficient waiter was 
standing nearby, following our con- 
versation. 

"Said my friend, ‘What was that 
Spanish port across the Bay of Bis- 
cay we used to gaze at from the 
beach at Biarritz, and where we 
thought of going but didn’t because 
we had no pussports for Spain?’

But with somebody’s correspondence, 
not your own, a feiv feet distant there 
is an irresistible charm in decipher- 
ing as many words as possible. 

It Is my honest belief that there 
are people who deliberately set out 
to arouse your curiosity by producing 
their private correspondence In pub- 
lic conveyances or eating places. You 
will observe that the entire assem- 
bly is immediately put on its mettle. 
The man or woman who opens the 
letter does so without concern. Not 
so the rest of the gathering. Necks 
are craned and eyes are popped, 
or at least strained, in a united at- 
tempt to get next to the contents 
of the epistle. And never does the 
letter-owner fall to look up in angry 
resentment as if so say, "Mind your 
own business.”

One of the departments of its work 
in which tho Newton Federation o 
Women’s Clubs takes great pride i. 
that conducted by the Civics or Com 
munity Service committee, which op 
orates under the direction of Mrs. Ar 
thur W. Lane, a former president of 
the Federation, as chairman, and of 
Mrs. Joseph C. McCarron, as vice- 
chairman. The outstanding activity 
of this group of women is their work 
under the auspices of the Newton 
Welfare Bureau and in conjunction 
with the Newton Chapter of the Amer 
lean Red Cross, in the maintenance 
of the Clothing Chest which dispenses 
garments from its rooms in the Old 
City Hall, West Newton. Each of 
these organizations receives many 
new garments made by volunteer sew- 
ers and knitters, as well as many do- 
nations of used wearing apparel, and 
this central distribution room permits 
each one to supplement the work of 
the others. The recent supply of gar- 
ments sent to the local Chapter from 
the National Red Cross was most wel- 
come. but the demands for clothing 
*are so great, that even this supply 
was distributed almost immediately 
after being received. The Red Cross 
Motor Corps, most of the members of 
which are Newton clubwomen, assists 
by its services in the delivery of 
many packages made up to help re- 
lieve the severe distress of Newton 
fumilies. During the month of Janu- 
ary, the Production committee of the 
Red Cross alone distributed over 
eleven hundred articles of clothing 
among families recommended by the 
Welfare Bureau, and the latter organi- 
zation dispensed 1,942. During the 
month of February, with the organiza- 
tions combined for this branch of 
their work, 4,931 articles were given 
out. The need for wearable clothing 
of any size or description is most 
pressing, and the Federation again 
urges its members to continue their 
contributions to the Clothing Chest.

NEWTON POST PLANS 
WELFARE CONCERT 

Newton Post, No. 48, American Le- 
gion. is making arrangements for its 
Eighth Annual Welfare Concert, to 
rnlse funds to assist in its welfare 
work nnd community .service program. 
These concerts were started eight 
years ngo by the local post ns a means 
of securing revenue to assist disabled 
veterans and their families, and each 
show has been successful due to the 
fact that the Newton Legionnaires be- 
lieve in giving to their supporters a 
high-grade entertainment. This is the 
only method used by Newton Post, 
No. 48. to secure funds to carry on 
its welfare work. 

For the past several years the local 
post has been rated as one of the most 
active posts in the American Legion 
in taking care of needy veterans and 
their families, and assisting especially 
the widows and orphans of deceased 
veterans. During the past year the 
post has been praised by leading of- 
ficials of the Commonwealth and the 
city for the efficient work which it 
has done among deserving veterans. 
The Post has no paid workers nor 
overhead expenses attached to its Wel- 
fare Department, as the members do- 
nate their services, so each and every 
dollar received for welfare is used ex- 
pressly for this purpose: a Welfare 
Committee works under the direction 
of the Welfare Officer, and ull disburse- 
ments are made under the commit- 
tee’s direction. At Christmas time 
alone visits were made to all the hos- 
pitals where Newton boys are con- 
fined. a party was staged for the or- 
phans of deceased veterans where gifts 
of clothing, toys and food were made, 
and during the year several hundred 
veterans and their families were as- 
sisted in one way or another by the 
local Post. The Post has always been 
foremost in assisting every community 
undertaking, and with its Band and 
Auxiliary has always been ready to 
serve in all community service work, 
This year’s Welfare Concert Com- 
mittee will be headed by David Greer, 
Chaplain of Newton Post, who has been 
most active in the Post's welfare work. 
Chairman Greer has not as yet an- 
nounced his committee, but it is his 
intention to have this year’s commit- 
tee the largest ever taking charge of 
the Welfare Concert, as it is planned 
to make this year’s show the greatest 
ever undertaken by Newton Post.

achieved, which is exceeded only by 
that of one city in the State, Spring- 
field. 

The foregoing and the following 
statements are taken from the An- 
nual Report of the Library, supple- 
mented by comment by Mr. Julius 
Lucht, Librarian: 

The number of pieces loaned by 
the Art Department showed a simi- 
lar increase last year. Mounted pic- 
tures, lantern slides and stereographs 
were loaned to the number of 24,- 
109, an increase of 1,671 over 1931. 

The number of borrowers, or card 
holders, on Dec. 31, was 26,759, an 
increase of 1,671 in the number of 
people using the libraries over 1931. 

There has been a steady climb in 
the use of Newton’s library facilities 
since 1924. Mr. Lucht believes that 
this growth up to 1930 was due prin- 
cipally to increase in population and 
to improvement in library facilities, 
but since that time it has been due 
mainly to the depression. From 
1924 to 1930 new library buildings 
were opened in West Newton, Au- 
burndale and Newton Centre, and a 
new building was opened in Waban 
in 1930. During these years also 
improved housing facilities were se- 
cured in Newtonville and Nonantum. 

The librarian further stated that 
this increased demand has been met 
without adding a single regular 
worker to his staff, but by increased 
efficiency and the employment of high 
school and college girls who are 
trained by and work under the su- 
pervision of the regular librarians. 

The circulation of the main li- 
brary was 215,427. Newtonville led 
all other branches with 104,184 and 
West Newton stood second with 80,- 
134. Lower Falls with its few hun- 
dred population had a circulation of 
14,937 and leads all others in per 
capital circulation. The figures for 
the other branches stand as follows: 
Newton Centre. 83,616; Highlands, 
58.845; Upper Falls, 48.188; Nonan- 
tum. 43,994: and Waban, 47,485. 

The Children’s Division, which 
loans hooks on deposit to all the 
schools, registered a circulation of 
60,038, and 8,975 books were loaned 
at the Newton Hospital. 

The number of books owned by 
the library on Dec. 31 was 161,975, 
over 9,000 of which were purchased 
during the year. There were 5,298 
books worn out during tiie year and 
352 were lost. There were 588 books 
received by gift. 

Tiie library operated on a budget 
of $81,596.43, $43,547.41 of which was 
expended for salaries, $11,456.81 for 
books and $1,801.57 for periodicals. 
$6,919.53 was returned to the city 
treasury from fines and other incid- 
entals, leaving the net cost to the 
city $74,676.90. $6,565.32 was re- 

ceived from the income of bequests 
and trust funds. 


Prof. Richard M. Vaughn of the 
Andover. Newton, Theological Semi 
nary was the guest speaker at a well 
attended Woman’s Christian Temper 
ance Union Meeting held in Newton 
Centre on March 2nd. 

In the course of his remarks Prof 
Vaughan stated: 

“Modern science declares that al- 
cohol is not a stimulant but nar- 
cotic drug which attacks the higher 
brain centers where our critical judg- 
ments and moral controls operate.

Negro spiritu- 
als sung by Richard I. McKinney and 
a violin solo played by Bernard Rock 
wood accompanied by Miss Ruth 
Paige were much enjoyed during this 
period.

Mayor Declares 

Mayor Weeks Speaks to Rotary 
Club on Three Vital Topics 


"Three vital problems must be 
solved by the new administration, ’’ 
said Mayor Sinclair Weeks at the 
meeting on Monday of the Newton Ro- 
liiry (’liih In tin 1 Mayor’s opinion 
the three most vital questions to be 
answered are: Is the nation’s budget 
to be balanced? Will our monetary 
system remain sound or be inflated 
through new currency? Will there 
be a tax burden reduction? 

The Mayor was optimistic regarding 
a satisfactory solution of these prob- 
lems. He said. "We can look forward 
to the future with optimism if present 
developments continue,” admitting at 
the same time that he remained, "a 
good Republican but a better Ameri- 
can.” He pledged his whole hearted 
support to tlie new administration. 

Regarding the budget, Mayor Weeks 
claimed that the public debt must 
not grow if the credit of the United 
States Government is to be main- 
tained. He thought that the present 
sound and vigorous policy of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would bring about a 
balanced budget. 

Inflation in the past has not rem- 
edied the defects in the many de- 
pressions our nation has passed 
through. "The new Secretary of the 
Treasury. Woodin. is a capable, con- 
fidence inspiring, and sound money 
man.” 

The last problem, that of tax reduc- 
tion. rested largely with municipali- 
ties where about half of the tax bur- 
den lies, declared the Mayor. Here 
in Newton, we have been fortunate. 
Newton is essentially a residential 
city and is devoid of the problems 
of mnny of our neighboring industrial 
cities. Nevertheless, in Newton be- 
tween 1930 and 1933 the State, Coun- 
ty. and Metropolitan warrants have 
increased from $624,000 to $690,000 or 
9%, and welfare expenses have in- 
creased from $50,000 to $250,000 or 
500%, while receivable revenue from 
state Income tax. motor vehicle ex- 
cise tax. and miscellaneous receipts 
of the city has fallen approximately 
50%. 

The mayor concluded with the hope 
that there would be a growth of civic 
interest in the cost of government 
and the service of governmental bod- 
ies.

FEBRUARY HEALTH REPORT 

The February report of the Newton 
Board of Health shows that 61 deaths 
occurred in this city during that 
month; 28 males and 33 females. The 
deatli rate for the month was 12.05 
per 1000 population as compared with 
10.03 for the corresponding month iu 
1932. Tuberculosis caused 2 deaths, 
cancer 4. cerebral hemorrhage 8, heart 
ailments 16, arteriosclerosis 4, pne> 
monia 8, automobile accident 1. 

Communicable diseases reported 
during the month included 4 cases of 
diphtheria, scarlet fever 62, measles 
2. mumps 24, whooping cough 19, 
chicken pox 6. pulmonary tuberculosis 
5. The scourge of scarlet fever, which 
lias been prevalent in this city for 
the past few years, continues. Chil- 
dren are not the only victims. During 
the past couple of weeks three women 
have been seized with the disease 
One of these, at Newton Corner, is 
52 years of age: one at Newton Centre 
39, and one at Newton Highlands 39. 
The latter is the mother of 5 chil- 
dren. Pulmonary tuberculosis, with 
5 cases, showed an increase over re- 
cent years. Diphtheria, which had 
been quite absent from tluJ city, also 
has appeared. 


Relief Committee 
Transfers Many 
To Welfare Dept. 

Move Made Necessary By Lack 
Of Funds 


During the past month hundreds of 
persons formerly obtaining aid from 
the Mayor’s Relief Committee have 
been turned over to the Welfare De- 
partment of the City. Practically all 
of these persons are men who for- 
merly were engaged in manual labor, 
and their families. The reason for 
this transfer in aid giving is be- 
cause the drive for funds for the 
Newton Community Chest fell fur 
short of tlie amount asked for. In- 
stead of $375,000 sought, only $220,- 
000 was contributed. The quota ex- 
pected by tlie Mayor’s Relief Commit- 
tee was $125,000; it received $65,000. 
It has, therefore, largely curtailed its 
activities and is confining its assist- 
ance to persons of the so-called 
"white collar class,” and to cases 
which, because of legal technicalities, 
the city canuot aid. 


Charged With 
Theft and Assault 


James P. Young, 24, a mulatto, of 
34 Curve st.. West Newton, was in 
the Newton court on Tuesday charged 
with having assaulted and robbed 
Francis McNeil of Prospect st., West 
Newton. Young was held for trial 
on March 24th and bail was set at 
$1000. It is charged that on March 
2nd McNeil was visiting at Young’s 
house and was slugged on the head 
by the latter with some blunt weapon, 
and robbed of $8. It is alleged that 
Young then took the unconscious Mc- 
Neil to tlie office of Dr. Halloran at 
Newtonville and told the latter that 
the man had been hit by a bakery 
wagon. The doctor ordered the vic- 
tim taken to a hospital and Young 
took McNeil to the Boston City Hos- 
pital, where it was several days be- 
fore he recovered. 

McNeil then told of the alleged as- 
sault and robbery to Arthur McCar- 
thy, Welfare Officer of Newton Post, 
A. L. McCarthy reported the circum- 
stances to the Newton police and 
Young’s arrest followed. He is want- 
ed by the Roxbury police for a simi- 
lar offence.

Why Tunnel Under 
Mount Ida Is 

Necessary 

Facts Regarding Studies For 
Sewer Location 


Some persons in this city are won- 
dering why It is necessary to dig a 
tunnel under Mount Ida In the con- 
struction of the new main line sani- 
tary sewer In this city. They believe 
thut some other route, less expen- 
sive, might have been selected. They 
are wrong. The route of the new 
sewer was chosen after careful study 
and It is the shortest and least ex- 
pensive route. A sanitary sewer must 
have a gravity flow whenever possi- 
ble. The only alternative route 
which could have been selected for 
the sewer now being built would have 
skirted the north side of Mount Ida 
between Bellevue st. and the Boston 
& Albany railroad tracks. This 
route w’oukl have been longer and 
would have cost much more. The 
sew’er must be located south of the 
railroad tracks because of the low- 
level of the Boston & Albany right 
of way betw-een Newton Corner and 
Newtonville. 

When the sewer system was built in 
tills city about 40 years ago, connec- 
tions w’ere made with the Metropoli- 
tan low’ level sewer at several places. 
The first connection Is about at the 
beginning of Charlesbank rd. This 
sewer serves a comparatively small 
area about the Hunnew’ell Hill sec- 
tion. The next connection, also serv- 
ing a small area at Newton Corner, 
meets the Metropolitan sewer at the 
end of Hyde Brook below the junc- 
tion of Charlesbank rd. and Russell 
rd. A third connection is a short 
distance west, at the foot of Jeffer- 
son st. This cares for the sewage 
of a limited section of New’ton Cor- 
ner. 

The next connection, and that which 
carries the largest amount of sew- 
age of any in this city into the Metro- 
politan trunk line, is on California 
st.. Nonantum, opposite Jasset st. 
The main line Newton sew’er w’hich 
empties at this point runs up Jasset 
st.. and thence under Cook. Green 
and Middle sts. to Lincoln rd. in the 
Nonantum section; it crosses Crafts 
st.. parallels Court st. to Harvard st., 
crosses Washington st.. dips under 
the railroad tracks and runs under 
Madison ave. to Walnut st.. Newton- 
ville. It then runs under Walnut st. 
to Homer st. where It divides into two 
branches. 

The right branch extends under 
Walnut st. for some distance towards 
Beacon st., thence through Cold 
Spring swamp ti^ "Duncklee st. and 
Terrace ave.. passing under the Sud- 
bury and Cochituate aqueducts on 
the way. It then runs under Colum- 
bus and Lincoln sts, Newton High- 
lands. The left branch of this main 
sew’er from its division point at Wal- 
nut and Homer sts.. runs under the 
latter street to Pleasant st.. across 
the New’ton Centre playground and 
under the aqueduct. It crosses Cen- 
tre st., runs under Willow- and Bea- 
con sts. to Glen ave.. then through 
private land to Suffolk rd.. to Ham- 
mond st. and Essex rd. at Chestnut 
Hill. 

The area of this city served by the 
sew’er emptying at Jassett and Cali- 
fornia sts. is thus seen to he large. 
The next connection with the Metro- 
politan sew’er is at the corner of Cali- 
fornia and Bridge sts.. and this serves 
a small area at the boundary of No- 
nanturn and Newtonville. The next 
connection Is at Albemarle rd. near 
where Cheese Cake Brook flows into 
the Charles River. This main line 
New-ton sewer, like that at Jasset st., 
carries sew’age from much of the city. 
It follows Cheese Cake Brook to 
Watertown st., t lienee to West New- 
ton and paralleling Border sti to 
Rowe st. and Commonwealth ave., 
then under Bourne and Charles sts. 
to Riverside. It then follows the 
Charles River valley to the Lower 
Falls and Upper Falls. 

The low’ level sewer of the Metro- 
politan system into which the pres- 
ent sewer system of Newton empties, 
follows the Charles River to a point 
opposite St. Mary st. at Cottage 
Farm. It then runs under the out- 
skirts of the Back Bay to the pump- 
ing station at Ward st., Roxbury where 
the sewage is pumped to the high 
levol sewer. Tlie new sew’er now be- 
ing built in this city will connect 
at Oak Square, Brighton, with the 
high level sewer of the Metropolitan

City Employees 
Week Reduced 
By Half Day 

Affects Streets and Playground 
Departments 

Orders were issued this week which 
will cause several hundred city em- 
ployees to work 5 days each w-eek In- 
stead of 5% days as they have been 
working regularly. Heretofore tin 
employees of the Street, Water and 
Playground Departments have re- 
ceived a full week’s pay with Satur- 
day half-holidays. Now they will re- 
ceive only 5% days pay. They will 
not work on Saturdays, except the 
employees of the Street Department 
at the Crafts street stable. These will 
work Saturday mornings collcting 
ashes in Ward 1. These men will 
take the half-day off some other time 
during the week. Those affected in- 
clude 240 men In the Street Depart- 
ment and 21 men in the Playground 
Department. The Water Department 
employees, numbering 75. have not 
been placed under this plan, as yet.

NEWTON MUSIC 
SCHOOL GIVES 
PUBLIC RECITAL 

The All Newton Music School gave 
a most interesting recital of its work 
on Sunday evening in the parlor of 
the Central Church, Newtonvllle. 
While the greater share of the per- 
formers came from the age groups 
of the grammar grade j. all displayed 
careful training and faithful work. 
The solo numbers were interesting 
and the 40-piece stringed ensemble 
under the direction of Miss Forte 
played two selections from Mozart in 
fine unison which was really delight- 
ful.

Children are accepted for 
whatever fees their parents are able 
to pay. and the school cooperates 
with parents in the purchase of in- 
truments within their financial reach. 
The school also has a scholarship 
fund with which it finances a few 
students at higher Institutions of 
musical study. The School Committee 
provides a room both In the Claflin 
and Pierce schools where classes are 
held three days a week.

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS 


TWO NEWTON YOUTHS 
ELECTED COLLEGE 
HOCKEY CAPTAINS 


During the past week two Newton 
youths have been elected to the cap- 
taincy of college hockey teams for the 
1934 season. The Yale lettermen se- 
lected Joe Gllllgan of Newtonvllle to 
succeed Allie Fletcher of Newton, cap- 
tain the past season, and Northeast- 
ern University named Herb Gallagher 
of Newton ns Its lender on the ice 
next winter. • 

The election of Gllllgan as Yale cap- 
tain probubly sets up some kind of a 
record In mnking the second succes- 
sive year that a youth from the same 
city was chosen. Although rated as 
a reserve for the greater part of the 
season Gllllgan was high scorer of 
the Blue outfit. Gllllgan started but 
one game, the final one in the series 
with Harvard, after starting the sea- 
son as a spare defence player and 
later centre on the Eli’s second lino. 
Among the Yale veterans who will be 
in the line-up with Gllllgan next sea- 
son Is Warren Colby of Newton High- 
lands. Colby played regularly on the 
opposite wing from Fletcher all sea- 
son nnd was one of the Yale sopho- 
more stars. Continuation of the play 
that marked his game this season 
would almost certainly result in his 
election to the captaincy in 1935 to 
succeed Gllllgan and bring about the 
most unusual situation of having 
three Yale hockey captains in succes- 
sion from the same city. 

At Northeastern University Herb 

Gallagher has dominated the lime- 
light for several years. Although not 
exceedingly active In high school 

sports Gallagher came like a whirl- 
wlnd at the Boston school. In his 
first year Gallagher made varsity let- 
ters in three sports as the Huskies 
did not have a ruling barring fresh- 
men from varsity athletics. Gnlla 

gher Is one of two Northeastern ath- 
letes having earned letters in three 
sports. Hockey is the diminutive 
Newton youth’s favorite sport and 
during the past season he led his 
teammates for scoring honors with 15 
goals and many assists. Gallagher is 
one of the leading pitchers on the 

baseball squad and will report for 
practice shortly. Last season when 
not on the mound he played at sec- 
ond base. 

While the election of the two New- 
ton youths to 1934 captaincies Is In- 
dicative of the calibre of hockey 
players coming from Newton as in 
past years there have been many such 
athletes representing their respective 
colleges on the ice this winter. The 
only position not represented Is that 
of a goalie although prospects of a 
Newton youth filling such a position 
in the next year or two are excellent. 
Dan Harrington, Boston University 
athlete, who played a spare defence 
position on the B. U. sextet this win- 
ter. was an all-scholastic goal-tender 
when In high school. In selecting the 
annual All-Newton college sextet Har- 
rington must be rated as our choice 
for goal. On the defense there are 
such Newton high graduates as Bob 
Bennett of Dartmouth and Walter Bil- 
lings of Bowdoin as well as Francis 
Gleason of Harvard, who although a 
Newton youth is a Country Day school 
product. On the forward lines there 
is a wealth of material available with 
Gallagher at centre Ice and Fletcher 
and Colby of Yale on the wings th9 
star performers of the year. As a 
reserve line there is Joe Gllllgan of 
Yale. George Hildreth of Bowdoin. 
and Langdon Powers of Dartmouth. 
Frank Spain would have been a cer- 
tain choice for a position had he not 
been ruled out of Dartmouth and am- 
ateur hockey because of his tryout 
last fall with the Boston Bruins. With 
Gilligan, Gallagher, and some of the 
others mentioned above there will be 
plenty of Newton hockey material 
available next year with Fred Schip- 
per at New Hampshire University, 
Charlie Butler and Norman Appleyard 
at Brown, and Waldinger, a Country 
Day athlete, at Harvard moving up 
from freshman to varsity ranks.

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Recent Deaths 


ADAMS D. CLAFLIN 


Adams D. Claflln of 166 Grant ave., 
Nowton Centre died on March 15. He 
was born in Newtonvllle 71 years ago, 
the son of William Claflln, who was 
Governor of this State in 1869-70 and 
71. His early education was received 
at Washington, where his father was 
a member of Congress. He graduated 
from Harvard College in 1886 and was 
elocted permanent secretary of that 
class. He became engaged in street 
railway development and organized 
the Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way Company, and was its president 
for 30 years. This company absorbed 
the Newton & Waltham, Newton & 
Boston and other street railways in 
this section. Its lines extended to 
Westboro, Billerica and many other 
points, and in the hey-day of street 
railways several popular recreation 
parks were operated in conjunction 
with these railways. Mr. Claflin was 
also head of the Washington Mill 
Emery Company at North Grafton. 

Mr. Claflin was a member of the 
Union, Harvard, Braeburn and Vil- 
lagers Clubs. He organized the Har- 
vard Aeronautical Society and he was 
largely responsible for the first air- 
plane exhibition in this country, at 
Squantum in 1909. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Agnes Walker Claflin, daughter of 
former Congressman Joseph Walker; 
a son, William W. Claflin of Chestnut 
Hill; and a daughter, Mrs. Mildred C. 
Marshall of New York. Mr. Claflin’s 
funeral will be held this afternoon 
at 2 in Trinity Church, Newton Cen- 
tre. He was a vestryman at this 
church.

GEORGE E. WARREN CORK 
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DIVERTING GAS TAX RECEIPTS 

One of the most discussed questions of taxation is the grow- 
ing: tendency in many states to divert a share of gasoline and 
motor vehicle tax receipts to non-road purposes. Levied for the 
purpose of providing adequate and safe highways for an an- 
ticipated volume of traffic this particular tax is probably the 
best illustration of a tax levied according to ability to pay, ben- 
efits received, and convenience of collection. But its basic pur- 
pose is being violated in the attempt to divert such receipts for 
other than road purposes. 

At the present time extensive highway construction is a non- 
essential and it should be limited to finishing connecting links 
and other needed work. Under this program if the gas tax re- 
ceipts more than provide sufficient funds motorists should be 
allowed some relief from the tax burden through a reduction 
in the amount of tax. Under no considerations should the gas 
tax be increased. 

Another angle to the gas tax diversion question brings the 
matter of Federal highway aid into the picture. This aid, 
granted by the governmeyt, is offered largely for the purpose 
of promoting inter-state commerce. Should any state divert 
some of its gas tax receipts for non-road purposes it is almost 
an admission that Federal highway aid is not needed. It is 
within the realm of possibility that the government might well 
refuse further highway aid to such states. Such aid, in modi- 
fication, is desirable from many angles. 

The diversion of gas tax receipts imposes an inequitable dis- 
tribution of taxes upon the taxpayers. The motorist pays his 
share of taxes for general purposes as does the non-motorist. 
The motorist in addition pays his gas and other motor vehicle 
tax, which the non-motorist does not. To take part of these 
receipts for general purposes makes the motorist pay a greater 
share of taxes than he should. 

Increased motorist taxes and diversion of such receipts for 
non-road purposes should be strenuously opposed. 


ANOTHER NEWTON APPOINTMENT 

Once again Gov. Ely selects a Newton man for an important 
post. We refer to the appointment of Brig.-Gen. Daniel H. 
Needham of Newtonville as Commissioner of Public Safety. 
Although the appointment is expected to be but a temporary 
one Gen. Needham will have the important task of reorganiz- 
ing the State Police. The recent extensive investigation in 
the affairs of this organization disclosed the need for a thorough 
“house cleaning.” It has been intimated that when the re- 
habilitation has been accomplished Gen. Needham will return 
to his private law practice and the permanent appointment 
will go to a Democrat, giving rise to the criticism that the Gov- 
ernor is perhaps playing politics. Apart from this aspect we 
believe that the Governor has made an admirable choice. 
Gen. Needham has the ability and integrity to perform a public 
service without the pressure of outside influences which are 
often a handicap. 


The retirement of Dr. Arthur Hudson the first of the year and 
the question of his eligibility for a pension under the contrib- 
utory system is one which deserves sympathetic understanding. 
Dr. Hudson, who had been in the employ of the city as milk in- 
spector for over 40 years, should be entitled to every considera- 
tion. We trust that the city will speedily grant the small pension 
to which this esteemed citizen and public benefactor should be 
legally entitled.

HEALTH EDUCATION (Number 5) 

Health Teaching in Process 

Because health touches life at every point it cannot he taught 
at a stated time of the day or a certain day in the week except as 
we seek to teach definite health knowledge. The approach to health 
activities may be thru personal experiences in the life of the child. 
Drawing, langunge, penmanship, spelling, reading and arithmetic 
for example may have their content greatly enriched by the inclusion 
of health experiences. In the junior high schools general science, 
mathematics, social studies and home economics make valuable 
contributions to the study of community and personal health prob- 
lems. 

Health Examinations and Follow- up Work 

A yearly health examination Is required by law for all school 
children. This examination in Newton is under the direction of the 
Board of Health. Four physicians assigned by the Board of Health 
examine all the elementary school children nnd those In. the junior 
high schools. This examination Is attended not only by the examining 
physician, but by the school nurse, the physical education. Super- 
visor and the classroom teacher, in order that they may learn 
at first hand the physical condition of the children under their rare. 
Parents are always welcomed at these examinations. Children who 
are to have their first examination are carefully prepared for It by 
the teachers so that they come ready and interested Instead of 
with dread. 

In the fall of 1930, 7679 children were examined In the elementary 
and junior high schools of this city. At that time 472 had defects 
serious enough for notifications to he sent to the parents. Two 
years later in the fall of 1932, 8868 children of tho same grades 
were examined. Of these only 18 4 were found to have defects con- 
cerning which pnrents were notified. Thru the efforts of the par- 
ents. co-operating with school nurses and teachers, many of these 
defects are cleared up so that the child may be free to gain. Great 
care is taken that no child he made self conscious or unhappy. 
Parents, physicians, nurses and teachers co-operate in the follow-up 
work that the children may gain better health and hnppiness. 

Child Health Day 

The an.nual celebration of Child Health Day is of prime Im- 
portance in the community and school health program. Its great 
value lies in the fact that it demonstrates the culmination of the 
year’s work in individual and community achievement. It furn- 
ishes an. incentive for the correction of all remediable defects and 
the attainment of physical fitness. It pays recognition to the co- 
operative accomplishments of home, school, nnd community, of the 
pnrents. the phvsicians. the dentists, the teachers and the children 
themselves. It is a time for measuring the results of the past awl 
for stimulating the w'ork of the future. The day is one of fun and 
frolic. It celebrates the accomplishment of the preceding venr and 
is not a program of the “show" variety. The best type of Child 
Health Day program is that in which there Is active participation 
by parents and all other public-spirited citizens in. the community. 

This Child Health Recognition Day originated here in Newton 
and is now used officially by the State Division of Child Hygiene 
throughout the State. The health achievements especially recognized 
are- 1. Clean, teeth, all cavities filled. 2. Improvement in posture, 
weight or health habits. 3. The absence of physical defects, having 
had all known defects corrected. Careful attention is given to the 
mental hvgiene of the children in the awarding of the badges ac- 
cording to these stated requirements. No child is without some 
recognition. These tangible rewards serve but a temporary pur- 
pose and have no lasting influence. The consciousness of improved 
physical accomplishments brings its own satisfactions and rewards. 

The happy faces of our children on their Health Recognition 
Day as they gather in assembly halls, on the playgrounds or in 
the parks, is a picture that long lingers as a happy memory. 


Under The Gilded 
Dome 

The Governor’s Council on Wednes- 
day confirmed the appointment of 
Brig. Gen. Daniel H. Needham of New- 
tonville as Commissioner of the De- 
partment of Public Safety. The con- 
firmation of the appointment which 
had been made by the Governor was 
put through under a suspension of the 
rules which otherwise would have 
meant at least a week’s postponement. 
Following the action of the council 
Gen. Needham was then sworn in. 
The new commissioner succeeds Lt.- 
Gen. Alfred F. Foote who sought re- 
tirement recently as a result of the 
condition of his health and the ex- 
tensive investigations into the affairs 
of the department recently. Gen. 
Needham has been associated 
with Brig.-Gen. John H. Sherburne 
and Walter Powers in the law firm of 
Sherburne. Powers and Needham. 
When Governor Ely offered the New- 
ton man the appointment he at first 
demurred because of his extensive law 
practice but finally accepted. It is 
understood that Gen. Needham has 
been appointed to "clean house’’ in 
the department and that after he has 
completed this task he will return to 
his law practice and another commis- 
sioner appointed. In this connection 
Adjt. Gen. J«hn H. Agnew is believed 
to be the man whom Governor Ely 
has in mind. The tusk of reorganiz- 
ing and rehabilitating the department 
of Public Safety is expected to take 
from six months to a year and the 
new commissioner will devote his full 
time to the problems to be solved, 
having resigned as a member of his 
law firm. 

A bill making appropriations for the 
employment of additional persons as 
a measure of relief during the pres- 
ent unemployment emergency was de- 
bated in the House on Tuesday. The 
measure, which wus reported out of 
Ways and Means with four of the 
Republican members dissenting, pro- 
vides a total appropriation of $275,- 
000 of which $200,000 will be taken 
out of the general fund and $75,000 
out of the Metropolitan District fund. 
The Jatter will be used for cutting 
brush, clearing and other work In con- 
nection with the maintenance of purk 
reservations. It will be assessed upon 
the cities and towns of the district. 
The $200,000 will be expended by 
three different departments, $75,000 
to the Department of Conservation 
for reforestation work. $75,000 to the 
Department of Agriculture for mos- 
quito control work, and $50,000 to the 
Department of Public Works for re- 
moving ubundoned hulks or wrecks 
along the Boston Ilurbor waterfront. 
The House voted, on a roll-call, in 
favor of the appropriations, 148 to 80. 
Opponents of the hill argued that it 
was "porkharrell" legislation and 
that it would be of litte benefit In 
relieving unemployment. Muny of 
those who fuvored Its passage felt 
that where communities found it im- 
possible to find work for welfare re- 
cipients that If the State could pro- 
vide work that it should. Newton’s 
representatives split on the measure 
with Representatives Baker and Brim- 
blecom voting in fuvor of the hill und

On Monday the House adopted an 
amendment to a bill reported and 
passed in the Senate increasing the 
amount of local taxes exempt from 
penalty interest. The Senate had 
passed a measure raising the amount 
of exemption from two hundred dol- 
lars to three hundred. Representative 
Otis of Pittsfield offered an amend- 
ment reducing the rate of interest on 
taxes unpaid from six per cent to five 
per cent. After debate a roll-call vote 
of 144 to 74. with Newton’s three Rep- 
resentatives voting against the amend- 
ment. accepted the amendment. On 
Tuesday the Committee on Bills in the 
third reading reported hack on the 
measure, the question coming on pass- 
ing the bill to he engrossed. Repre- 
sentative Clarkson of Worcester of- 
fered an amendment eliminating the 
two per cent additional penalty inter- 
est levied after tax hills are unpaid 
for three months, for the next two 
years. The amendment was rejected 
und the bill passed to he engrossed. 
It has been returned to the Senate for 
concurrence on the Otis amendment. 

Another measure before the House 
on Monday which was debated at con- 
siderable length was a bill setting up 
a State fund for compensating em- 
ployees injured in industrial acci- 
dents. This measure in effect would 
put the State into the business of 
handling Workmen’s Compensation in- 
surance. The Committee on Judiciary 
had reported leave to withdraw on the 
measure and the motion to substitute 
the bill for the report was made. Aft- 
er debate a motion to recommit the 
hill was made and on a roll-call of 
110 to 106 was successful. The three 
Newton Representatives voted against 
recommittal. 

Yesterday afternoon the House over- 
rode the Governor’s veto of a hill ad- 
vancing the date of the city primaries 
iff Medford a week so that three weeks 
will elapse before the city election, 
giving the city clerk and other offi- 
cials more time to prepare for the 
election. The vote was 174 to 42. It 
Is the first veto by the Governor that 
has been overridden in either branch. 

The 1933 Legislature is running 
somewhat behind its pace of the last 
two years, with but 41 V6 per cent of 
the number of mutters reported in 
nine and u half weeks us ugulnst 61 
per cent in the same time last year 
and 49 J /a per cent two years ugo. Last 
Monday 1479 mutters had been as- 
signed for hearings, with 691 of these 
having been reported. There ure 676 
matters which iiave been heard and 
await executive action, with 112 as- 
signed for future hearings and 179 
remaining unsigned. Of this latter 
number 97 are in the Ways und Meunu 
Committee, which has under consid- 
eration the budget. It is expected 
that the Committee muy begin its 
budget reports next week. One of the 
first budget mutters which will lie 
discussed will he that pertaining to 
salaries.

At least, I have one of those 
minds (call them odd if you will) that 
recalls verses beginning. “Hey, non- 
ny, nonny” and similar rhyming tri- 
fles. I can be serious, too. but not 
when the sun is shining brightest on 
grass that responds with a glow of 
promised verdure. If giddiness is ex- 
cusable now is the time. 

So much has been written and said 
of the driving of trucks that anything 
additional offered should have a new 
angle. The angle I have in mind is 
that at which trucks are often stopped 
by drivers on public thoroughfares 
traversed by street railway lines. The 
truck drivers appear to enjoy getting 
as near the rails as possible and 
watching the motorman stop, stick 
his head out and estimate the amount 
of space between the two vehicles 
and then, by fits and starts, see if 
can get his car by without scraping 
off any paint. These tight squeezes 
are becoming so common that a trip 
on the trolleys seems incomplete with- 
out one. 

The Overlooked Man 

The “Forgotten Man,” although he 
has not been referred to in these col- 
umns, has not been forgotten. He 
has merely been overlooked. It has 
been my intention to wait until I found 
the right individual upon whom the 
title may he Imposed without protes! 

I believe there will be no dispute 
when I nominate the man, or woman, 
responsible for the staging of the av- 
erage amateur dramatic production. 
How little you hear about him and 
his success, or hers, either! 

The stage management is one of 
the most important features and the 
smoother the performance the lesser 
the attention paid to the person who 
really puts the show on. Of course 
if there are long waits between acts 
and the scenery Is set askew or a flat 
falls over or the drapery drops on 
a performer’s head — then there is 
much laughter, if not applause, clum- 
siness never fails to amuse. 

Upon the shoulders of a genuine 
stage manager rests not only the ar- 
rangement of the scenery but of the 
furniture, decorations and properties. 
The distinction between stage props 
and hand props is this. All furni- 
ture, telephones, trunks, boxes, rugs, 
pictures, clocks and what-have-you 
which remain on stage throughout an 
act must be placed there by the stage 
manager or under his direction. They 
are stage props. The letters, canes, 
swords, cigarette cases, bottles, table- 
ware, etc. are handled by the proper- 
ty man off stage. They are hand 
props. The property man is under 
the stage manager’s supervision al- 
though accountable himself for 
prompt delivery to performers of the 
things they use during the action of 
the piece. 

Now, you who sit out front are 
hereby urged to remember in the fu 
ture the patient, hard-working and 
thoughtful person or persons who 
muke the stage attractive and fur- 
nish an appropriate or mayhaps an 
elaborate setting. No hand-clapping 
is ever bestowed upon them. Their 
names may he on the program hut no- 
body speaks in enthusiastic terms of 
the results they have accomplished. 
The play may he said to he "practical- 
ly professional” but all that glory is 
intended for the actors. 

Until you have served a long time 
in the presentation of productions, 
either by home talent or paid, you 
really don’t appreciate what running 
the stage means. Hours after rehear- 
sals are over the stage manager and 
his crew must work on the setting 
They may have to build stairs and off- 
stage platforms to represent the floors 
of a house. There is no limit to what 
Is expected of them. They work in 
old clothes while the performers take 
it easy. Back-stage workers do their 
stuff for love of the art. And it is 
an art to stage a show, fully as much 
as It Is to act it. Maybe you’d like 
to applaud them even if no chance Is 
offered. At least you remember them. 

It Happened In Newton 
It was a sort of "private musicale,” 
if that doesn’t strike you as peculiar. 
There was a crowd of at least 40, 
which makes it largo enough to be 
culled a mUHicale. Since our host 
and hostess had Invited each of us 
through the Informality of the tele- 
phone, it was more or less private. 

The real object of the gathering, 
was to meet a young man with i 
voice that may bring him fame and 
fortune. You never can tell about that! 
At leust, I don’t feel that I urn qual- 
ified to select from a class of begin- 
ners the one or more destined for suc- 
cess. 

This is ull beside the point. Here 
we were und there they were — by 
"they" I mean the artists. Among 
these were two young women, a sing- 
er und her accompanist. To my un- 
trained eur they were not so hot 
Even I could see that the singer wus 
pursuing her own wuy und the ac- 
companist hers und that they were 
some distance upurt. 

Silently I contemplated the situn 
tiou until interrupted by a critical 
wornun of middle-age who turned to 
mo and, with considerable ucidity in 
her tone, observed, “I hud ulwuys sup- 
posed those young ladles were 
friends."

The question as to whether or not 
it is wise for groups sponsoring the 
sule of Health Christmas Seals fo.* 
anti-tuberculosis work to join with 
the local Community Chests was the 
subject for discussion at the joint 
meeting of the Health committee of 
the Newton Welfare Bureau and tho 
Christmas Seal Sale committee of the 
Newton Federation of Women's Clubs, 
held March 8th, at the Community 
Welfare House, 12 Austin street, New 
tonville. with Dr. Cecil Clark, chair- 
man of the Health committee, presid- 
ing. 

Mrs. Samuel N. Branmn, president 
of the Newton Federation, asked that 
the Federation’s manner of raising 
money by the sale of seals be consid- 
ered from all viewpoints to determine 
the advisability of changing or con- 
tinuing its methods. 

Mrs. Charles A. Riley, for the past 
three years chairman or this work in 
the Federation, showed a graph indi- 
cating comparative amounts realized 
for the past eleven years. By this, 
1925, when the sales netted $8,796 
showed the best return. From the last 
campaign, notwithstanding economic 
conditions, the collections were $5,737 
over $4,000 of this amount being avail- 
able for Newton’s use in the preven- 
tion of tuberculosis, the money being 
spent by the Welfare Bureau under the 
direction and supervision of the 
Health Committee. 

Mr. Frank Kiernan, of the Massa- 
chusetts Tuberculosis League, compli- 
mented the Women’s Clubs upon their 
fine work in raising the money, and 
said that Newton called for hut little 
of his attention in managing the cam- 
paign, as it raises as high a rate per 
capita as any community in the Uni- 
ted States. He stressed the point that 
the Seal Sale is much more than a 
method of raising money; it is an in- 
strument of education, and recognized 
by the medical profession us being 
contributory to the lowering of the 
death rate from tuberculosis, as it 
koops the preventive unglo con- 
stantly before tho public, and also is 
responsible for a nutionul fooling or 
good-will. 

Dr. Philip P. Jacobs, of tho Nution 
a I Anti-Tuberculosis League, talked 
more particularly of tho League’s ex- 
perience in cases where it hud become 
affiliated witli Community Chest pro 
grams, and Htated it us Ills opinion, 
after twelve years’ experience, that 
tuberculosis associations function 
more efficiently when soparuto from 
the Chests and vice vorsu. In sum- 
marizing Dr. Jucobs recommended thut 
tlie Seal Sule keep its own identity. 

No action was taken in rogurd to 
tlie cumpuign for the Sule of Heulth 
Seals In Newton, it being understood 
thut the meeting wus culled for dis- 
cussion only.

Why Tunnel Under 
Mount Ida Is 

Necessary 

(Continued from Pnge 1) 


system. Tills sewer runs from Brigh- 
ton, through Brookline, skirts Jamaica 
Pond and crosses Dorchester and Mil- 
ton to empty into Quincy Bay near 
Peddock’s Islnnd. 

The need of the new sewer Iiuh 
been imperative for the past sevoral 
years. Newton lias been fortunate 
that serious results have not occurred 
from the overloading of the present 
main sewers, which are not adequate 
to care properly for the rapid growth 
of tlie city. The high level sewei 
which is being tunnelled under Mount 
Ida, will run under Cabot st. to Wal- 
nut st. It will care for the sewnge 
which now comes from the south side 
of the city and flows into the main 
which connects with the Metropolitan 
sewer at Jnsset st. 

Satisfactory progress is being made 
in the work. From Shaft 1 at the 
corner of Tremont st. and Plnystead 
rd., 485 linear feet of tunnel has been 
excavated. From Shaft 2 on Tremont 
st. near Hibbard rd., 541 feet. The 
totnl length to be excavated on Tre- 
mont st. Is 2200 feet, so that half 
of tills lias been done. It will all 
be tunnelled except 200 feet from 
Park st. easterly, which will he open 
cut. Eleven feet of the sewer has 
been completed on Vernon st., through 
Farlow Park, across private land be- 
tween Church and Hollis sts., and un- 
der the latter street. From Shaft 3 
on Mount Ida st. 675 feet has been 
tunnelled under the hill, and from 
Shaft 4 on Langdon st. 600 feet. The 
total length of the tunnel under Mount 
Ida will he 2159 feet: so this section 
of the sower is more than half ex- 
cavated. The sewer has been com- 
pleted from Salisbury rd. through pri- 
vate land, thence along Eastside Park- 
way to Cabot st.. a distance of 800 
feet. This was open cut.

Dies Suddenly 


$150,000 Bond 
Filed By Parents 
Of Miss DeRusha 


Had Been Member of Newton As Administrators of Explosion 
Police Force 27 Years Victim’s Estate 


Cuptain Joseph W. Seaver of the 
Newton police died suddenly of cere- 
bral hemorrhage on Tuesday after- 
noon. 15 minutes after he had arrived 
at his home. 199 Concord st.. Newton 
Lower Falls from a 12 days trip to 
the West Indies with members of 
Aleppo Temple. He had been in poor 
health for a considerable period and 
the cruise was the second he had 
taken in recent months to recuper- 
ate. Mr. Seaver was born 52 years 
ago in the house where he died. Fol- 
lowing his graduation from Newton 
High School he was employed as a 
clerk by the Boston & Albany rail- 
road. He entered the Newton police 
department 27 years ago and in 1917 
was promoted to sergeant* He be- 
came a Lieutenant in 1926 and in 
1930 was advanced to the rank of 
captain. 

He is survived by his widow who 
was Henrietta Benson; and a son, 
Herbert J. Seaver who is a marine 
officer and an F7nsign in the Reserve 
Corps of the United States Navy. He 
waH completing a tour of duty at 
Norfolk Navy Yard when informed 
of his father’s death. 

Captain Seaver was a member of 
Dalhousie Lodge of Masons of New- 
tonville, and Aberdour Lodge of Bos- 
ton: St. Andrews Royal Arch Chapter. 
Oethsemane Commandery, Knights 
Templar, and Aleppo Temple. His 
funeral service will be held this af- 
ternoon at St. Mary’s Church, Newton 
Lower Falls at 2:30. The services 
will be conducted by Rev. Guy Miner, 
rector of the church, and Rev. Ray- 
mond Lang of St. John’s Church, 
Newtonville. Masonic services will 
be conducted by officers of Dalhousie 
Lodge. An escort of 50 Newton po- 
licemen under Chief Hughes will he 
present. Committal services at New- 
ton Cemetery will be conducted by 
Rev. Raymond Lang.

Delay Court Action 
On Police Pay Cut 


Court action on the litigation of 
the Newton police against the salary 
cut of 7M»% made by Mayor Weeks 
on January 1st. has been indefinitely 
postponed. On Monday in the Quincy 
district court a similar case affecting 
the Milton police was argued before 
Judge Avery. The Selectmen of Mil- 
ton were represented by Joseph W 
Bartlett. City Solicitor of Newton, who 
will also represent Mayor Weeks in 
the Newton contest. The attorney for 
the Milton police was George Mc- 
Laughlin of Cambridge, who is also 
counsel for the Newton police. At 
the hearing before Judge Avery in 
Quincy, Mr. Bartlett asked that the 
petition of the Milton police be dis- 
missed. He argued that the district 
court had no jurisdiction in the mat- 
ter. He claimed that the selectmen 
of Milton in reducing the pay of the 
police of that town follows a general 
policy and did not reduce the salary 
of any policeman as an individual. He 
contended that the civil service law 
affecting salary reductions deals with 
individual cases and does not affect 
re’ductions made by city or town gov 
ernments which affect employees in 
general. Despite Attorney McLaugh- 
lin’s protest that Mr. Bartlett’s con 
tention is at variance with the law, 
Judge Avery took the matter under 
advisement and adjourned the case 
to study the law, as interpreted by 
Mr. Bartlett The Newton controver- 
sy is postponed, pending the decision 
of Judge Avery. 


Newton Burglary 
Foiled By Youth 

An attempted burglary at the New- 
ton Corner Drug Store, 341 Washing- 
ton st., Newton, was foiled shortly 
ufter midnight Thursday morning, 
when Seymour McLean, Jr., observed 
a man about to enter the store after 
a rear window on Channing st. had 
been broken.

U. S. and Britain 
Must Save A 
Tottering World 

Declares Rt. Hon. Benn In 
Speaking at West Newton 


“The United States and Great Bri- 
tain must work together to save a 
tottering world.” declared the Rt. Hon 
Wedgwood Bonn in speaking on Ger- 
many and World Recovery at the Unl- 
tarlun Church In West Newton Sun- 
day evening. He said that Von Hind- 
enburg is a much more powerful man 
In Germany today than Is Adolph Hit- 
ler, and that Hitler has made a great 
mistake In adopting a policy of Jew- 
ish persecution, as the Jews are one 
of the most powerful races In the 
international affairs of the world. 

The speaker, who as a member of 
the Liberal Party in England has held 
important governmental posts for a 
good share of the time since the 
World War. reviewed the course of 
events since the war and pointed out 
some of the factors which have a 
bearing on what will happen In Eu- 
rope during the next ten years. He 
believes that It Is of the greatest Im- 
portance to the peace of the world 
that the Allied governments should 
keep their word and disarm Imme- 
diately or Germany will not he bound 
by the treaty of Versailles to remain 
unarmed. 

He said that a great advancement 
was made in removing the causes for 
war by holding the German colonies 
as trust administrations, or mandates, 
as this arrangement removed the in- 
citement to war hv the distribution 
of the plunder gained. There is noth* 
ing to prevent the return of these 
mandates to Germany, in case the 
new imperialistic government de- 
mands them. "Germany,” he said 
"must he recognized as an equnl at 
the table of the League of Nations.’ 

In discussing reparations and inter- 
national finance, Mr. Benn said. "No 
one at the time the treaty of Ver- 
sailles was drafted realized the dif- 
ficulty of the transfer of such vast 
sums, as the treaty called for. across 
borders. Had Germany been able to 
raise the full amount imposed, it 
would have been impossible to trans- 
fer the sum to the Allies, as events 
since the war have proved." 

He further showed how no actual 
money payment has been made by 
Germany to the United States since 
the War. Germany, since the War, 
has by bookkeeping paid two billions 
of dollars to the Allies a good share 
of which has been paid the United 
States, but during this time America 
has increased her loans to Germany 
by five billions, leaving the United 
States such a creditor to Germany 
that the moratorium was necessary in 
order to save the collapse and dis- 
appearance of our holdings in that 
country. 

He further argued that it will he 
impossible for England to pay this 
country the vast sums owed. This 
country and France own most of the 
wcyld’s gold supply, so payment In 
gold is impossible. Since it cannot he 
in services, the only possible remain- 
ing means of payment is goods, and 
tills country cannot accept such an 
amount of goods as would he neces- 
sary to cancel the debt without bring- 
ing on much worse labor conditions 
than exist today.

State Board of 
Health Declares 
Local Water Pure 

Present Epidemic In City Prev- 
alent in Other Places 

The belief has been current in this 
city the past couple of weeks that 
Newton water may be responsible for 
the Illness which has numbered many 
hundreds of Newton residents among 
its victims. The sickness usually lasts 
for a day or two and Is characterized 
by intestinal trouble, nausea and 
pains. Some persons thought they 
had ptomaine poisoning. Some phy- 
sicians diagnosed the ailment as a 
sort of grippe attack. Whatever It 
is. the disease is not confined to New- 
ton. Residents of other cities and 
towns have also been affected by It. 
It seems to be widespread. 

Tests of Newton water made recent- 
ly both by Weston & Sampson, con- 
sulting chemists for the Water De- 
partment. and by the State Board of 
Health, show that It is free from any 
germs which might be injurious to 
health. The report of the State Board 
of Health received today by the New- 
ton Water Department says that the 
test made of Newton water made this 
week shows that it is free from bac- 
teria characteristic of pollution and 
is safe for drinking. Similar findings 
were made on the 21 samples of New- 
ton water tested by the State Board 
of Health during 1932. and samples 
taken on January 27 and March 9. 
The State Board of Health says that 
the sickness now prevalent, occurs 
frequently in various parts of the 
State, usually during the cold months. 
It is usually accompanied by nausea 
and vomiting and sometimes by in- 
testinal trouble. It has no actual in- 
fluenza nature. The cause of this sick- 
ness Is not known: neither is it known 
how it is spread.

The Newton Chapter of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross has already forward- 
ed $100.00 for the relief of the Cali- 
fornia Earthquake sufferers. It has 
made this temporary appropriation | 
from the local treasury in anticipa- 
tion of contributions which have beej | 
promised, and is hoping that during 
the coming week sufficient special 
funds may be collected so that the! 
Chapter can send another gift. Chair- 1 
man Donald G. Angier announces. The 
chairman also wishes to make It per- 
fectly clear that not one cent from ' 
donations will be deducted by the lo- 
cal chapter for expenses. 

The National Red Cross organiza-' 
tion has appropriated $50,000 from its 
treasury to the stricken area, but j 
much more is needed. $500,000 will j 
be required for relief wogk alone. The 
major portion of this amount is be- 1 
ing borne by the Californians them- 1 
selves, but the balance must come 1 
from voluntary contributions from the 
people of the country, in order that no 
one shall suffer more than is neces- 
sary.

According to the plans which are 
now being formulated, the Newton 
Community Chest will endeavor dur- 
ing the month of April to secure the 
$55,000 still needed. As many as pos- 
sible who have not yet had an oppor- 
tunity to give will be solicited, and 
all who may he in a position to in- 
crease their gifts or pledges will be 
invited To do so. It Is pointed out 
that immediate action is essential, in 
order to check the trend toward In- 
creasing dependence on public funds 
by those who urgently need aid now. 

"The Greatest Need In Newton’s 
History” is the way the present need 
for relieving suffering and want 
among the families of the unemployed 
is characterized in a report which 
will soon be issued by the Community 
Chest. It is hoped that this report, 
the first of a series which will be 
prepared for the purpose of keeping 
contributors to the Chest informed 
regarding the work of Its member 
agencies, will also be instrumental in 
helping to raise the $55,000 still re- 
quired to meet the minimum needs 
of the agencies working for relief. 

"Mor* than 1,200 Newton families," 
the report states, “or one out of every 
14. cannot exist without relief. Suf- 
fering among white collar families 
has increased so enormously that the 
relief agencies are not now able to 
care adequately for this group alone. 
The minimum estimate of the needs 
of the Chest for 15 months was $275.- 
000. So far $200,000 has been raised. 
Today even though 75 per cent of the 
funds received have been allotted for 
care of the sick and poor, $55,000 more 
for this same purpose is absolutely 
necessary.” 

"Without more funds, there Is only 
one alternative. That alternative is 
that more and more families must 
be referred to the city’s Department 
of Public Welfare, thereby increasing 
the danger of a permanent additional 
burden on the city treasury. This 
means that city funds must be spent 
for relief in increasingly large 
amounts: that more and more people, 
against their wills, must be listed as 
public charges, or in plain words, as 
paupers, and that taxes must pay the 
bill."

Walter I. Woodman of 217 Itolle- 
vue Ht ., Newton died on March 19 at 
Wyman House, Cambridge. Ho was 
born ut Gray, Maine 69 years ago, 
the sou of Jabez Woodman, whose an- 
cestors were among those who settled 
Old NewBury, Massachusetts and New 
Gloucester, Maine.

Mr. Woodman was descended from 
the Pilgrims who landed at Plymouth 
in the Mayflower and he was Captain 
General of the General Society of 
Mayflower Descendants. He was also 
a member of several other genealogi- 
cal societies. He had been an offi- 
cer in*the Ancient & Honorable Artil- 
lery, and was a member of the Bos- 
ton City Club. Army and Navy Club, 
Bostonian Society. Societies of Co- 
lonial Wars. War of 1812 and Ameri- 
can Wars. He had been active in the 
Masonic Fraternity and had been an 
officer in Aleppo Temple. He was a 
member of Gethsemane Commandery 
and the Eastern Star. He was also a 
member of the Woodland Golf Club 
and Newton Lodge of Elks. 

His funeral service w'as held Tues- 
day afternoon at Grace Episcopal 
Church, Newton. Rev. Laurens Mac- 
Lure officiated, assisted by Rev. Rich- 
ard Preston. Burial was in Newton 
Cemetery. Mr. Woodman is survived 
by two daughters — Miss Beatrice 
Woodman and Miss Helen Woodman, 
both of Newton.

THE MERCHANT AND THE LAW 


David Greer of Newton, founder of 
the Boston Police School and Instruc- 
tor in law at Northeastern Universi- 
ty, was the speaker on Tuesday at 
the Klwanls meeting at the Charles 
River Country Club. 

He traced the development of laws 
In Europe and in England during the 
10th, 11th and 12th centuries. More 
especially, the development of the 
Hanseatic League which developed 
codes of business from the stand- 
point of fair dealing. 

In early England the judges were 
not law'yers but merchants, and de- 
termined controversy according to cus- 
tom rather than according to law. 

"The Guilds,” snid the speaker, 
“were close monopolistic corporations. 
The Merchant Guild had the right to 
license visiting merchants and to re- 
quire heavy fees.” “When controver- 
sy arose between members of the 
Guild of visiting merchants, the offi- 
cers of the Guild arbitrated differ- 
ences. Later, Parliament enacted 
statutes which effectually incorpora- 
ted the customs of merchants into the 
laws of England.”

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Under The Gilded 
Dome 

Several matters of Import received 
attention under the Gilded Dome this 
week of which the three leading 
events were the passage of the sal- 
ary reduction bill In the House of 
Representatives and the passage and 
signing by Governor Ely of the first 
beer bill ’ and of the bill providing 
appropriation for w’ork for unem- 
ployment relief. 

On Monday the House Ways and 
Means Committee, of which Repre- 
sentative Baker of Newton is an in- 
fluential member, reported in a sal- 
ary reduction bill affecting state em- 
ployees and officers. Along with the 
bill were several other bills dealing 
with budget considerations which 
indicated the program the Ways and 
Means Committee has in mind. The 
salary bill in general provides for a 
reduction of one and a half steps on 
classified salaries below $5250 and 
two steps on salaries above that fig- 
ure. It further provides a flat reduc- 
tion of ten per cent on statutory sal- 
aries below $5250 and fifteen percent 
above that amount. In the bill the 
salaries of members of the legisla- 
ture are reduced ten percent or from 
$2000 to $1800 yearly. 

Action on the salary bill was put 
over until Tuesday when debate 
was opened and several amendments 
offered. Late in the afternoon a mo- 
tion to limit debate to five minutes 
and order a vote a half-hour later 
were vigorously opposed by Rep. Mar- 
tin Hays of Brighton. Rep. Hays 
stated that it was no time to apply 
the “gag" rule and that he had an 
amendment to offer which was not 
fully prepared. The motion to order 
a debate at the Tuesday session 
was defeated and the House ad- 
journed shortly after five o’clock after 
three hours’ debate on the question. 

At Wednesday’s session several 
other amendments were offered, in- 
cluding that of Rep. Hays’. All of 
the amendments, except one offered 
by Rep. Baker, sought to lessen the 
reductions asked by the Ways and 
Means Committee. Some of the 
amendments applied to all salaries, 
although many or them sought to 
protect the smaller salaried employ- 
ees from as severe a cut as the in- 
termediate classes. Rep. Baker’s 
amendment, which he offered on 
Tuesday, reduced the amount of sal- 
aries of legislative members 15 per- 
cent instead of the recommended 10 
percent. Wednesday he withdrew his 
amendment. Late in the afternoon of 
Wednesday a motion to limit debate 
to five-minute speeches and order 
a vote three-quarters of an hour later 
was introduced. Considerable oppo- 
sition developed to the motion which 
was carried by a large voice vote ma- 
jority. A few Democratic members 
sought and obtained a roll-call vote 
which only served to cut down fur 
ther the time left for debate. Another 
roll-call vote was obtained on a mo- 
tion by Rep. MacDonald of Chelsea 
to postpone the entire matter for two 
weeks in order to await the outcome 
of a petition being heard before the 
committee on Taxation regarding the 
taxing of intangibles. This motion 
was also defeated and at 4.35, time 
having expired. Rep. Herter who was 
in charge of the bill was entitled to 
ten minutes. He spoke briefly on the 
reasons for defeating the various 
amendments and gave the remainder 
of his time to “the gentlemen from 
Newton in the division.” This proved 
to he Speaker Leverett Saltonstall 
who had left the rostrum to take the 
floor. The House Leader urged the 
defeat of all amendments and further 
urged that the members have the 
courage to go through with the econ- 
omy program which must be followed 
in order to relieve the cities and 
towns from the present burden of tax 
ation as far as possible. The Speak 
er’s remarks seemed to have consid- 
erable influence upon members of the 
House who had previously been unde- 
cided as to the course to follow. At 
4.45 the vote was ordered on the first 
of some fourteeen amendments. Or 
dinarlly many of these amendments 
would have been decided by a voice or, 
at the most, a standing vote but a group 
of Democratic members from Boston 
found enough support to force a roll- 
call on nearly every amendment. Ev- 
ery amendment was defeated with ten 
of the fourteen going to roll-calls. On 
a number of these ten there were as 
few as four, seven, and fourteen votes 
in favor of the amendment with more 
than 200 opposed. Some of the thirty 
or more who sought a roll-call voting 
against the amendment. 

With all the amendments defeated 
the vote came to the question of sub- 
stitution of the bill offered by Rep. 
Huys for the committee’s bill. This 
was expected to have considerable 
support but it was defeated by a vote 
of 74 to 157. The question coming 
then upon the main bill 171 votes 
were recorded in favor and 61 op- 
posed and the bill was advanced to a 
third reading. Representatives Raker, 
Brimblecom, Luitwieler and Salton- 
stall, who did not return to the Speak- 
er’s chair, after making his address 
from the floor, voted ugainst all the 
amendments and in favor of the hill. 

Hep. Hays gave notice that he 
would uguin present un amendment 
when the bill came up tor Us third 
reuding on Thursday. The house then 
udjourned at 10:36, after huving been 
in continuous session since two 
o’clock.

ABOUT TOWN

Scarlet fever is still rampant in 
Newton. So far this month 43 cases 
have been reported: 4 of the victims 
are adults. There are no cases in 
Nonantum. the most congested sec- 
tion of the city. 


Lawyers are already raising the 
point as to how a man can be con- 
victed of drunken driving if he can 
prove he only hns imbibed of the 
legalized “non - intoxicating” beer. 
Rut. we know of one judge in this 
vicinity who will find anyone guilty 
who will become soused on the 3.20% 
stuff. 


It is proposed to permit the sale 
of beer at all grocery and drug stores 
in this State, except in towns and 
cities which vote "No License”, if 
local option is decided upon. There 
should be a fixed retail price for beer. 
Otherwise, the chain stores may sell 
beer at n loss, as they sell cigarettes, 
and practically monopolize the sale 
of the beverage. Such a condition 
would not be healthy either for a re- 
turn to normal economic conditions, 
or for the social welfare of the Com- 
monwealth. 


The big oil companies which com- 
pel attendants at filling stations to 
bother customers by asking them if 
they don’t want this and that, in an 
effort to get more business in the 
sale of lubricants and side lines, are 
probably losing more than they gain. 
The ordinary customer knows what he 
wants when he drives into a filling 
station and eventually becomes tired 
of repeatedly saying “No” to attend- 
ants who try to sell him something 
extra. And this also applies to lunch 
rooms which try to sell cigars and 
cigarettes. 


We wonder if any of those eggs 
are still existent which used to be 
served with beer by common victual- 
lers before 1919? In compliance with 
the law in the preprohibition era. 
one had to purchase a lunch to ob- 
tain beer on Sundays and holidays. 
Many of those who imbibed, did not 
eat. and the same hard-boiled eggs 
would see long service. 


Alderman Temperley continues to 
protest at the unlighted condition of 
Boylston st. and the hazards it of- 
iers to citizens residing along it. 
And nothing is done to correct these 
conditions. 


Captain "Joe" Seaver of the New- 
ton police will be missed not only by 
his associates in the police depart- 
ment. hut by his thousands of friends 
in Newton and elsewhere. “Joe" had 
ever a kindly greeting and combined 
efficiency as a police official with hu- 
man understanding and kindness. 


We don’t enthuse over the pro- 
posed legislation which would permit 
persons 16 years and over to pur- 
chase beer. The age limit should be 
raised. Many adults will get a 
"spark” after drinking several glasses 
of the coming beverage. Boys and 
girls in their teens would only have 
to consume a few glasses to feel the 
effects. More than enough reckless 
drivers are on our highways now. 
Conditions will he far worse with 
youths driving who will be "lit up** 
with the 3.20% liquid, or who will 
think they are “lit up.” and will act 
accordingly. 


amendment when the bill came up 
for its final reading in the House. 
After debate the Hays’ amendment 
was again rejected with ten less 
votes in favor and on another roll- 
call the bill was passed to be en- 
grossed. It will be taken up by the 
Senute on Monday and although it is 
expected that some amendments may 
be offered, the general opinion is that 
the Senate will concur with the 
House. 

Because of the changes made be- 
tween the salary hill as passed and 
that upon which the budget was 
figured action on the general appro- 
priation bill, the distribution of ten 
millions of dollars of gas tax receipts 
among the cities and towns, and oth- 
er reluted budget matters, action was 
uecessurily postponed. They will 
come up for debute the middle of 
next week. 

On Thursday Governor Ely signed 
tin* beer bill which puts Massachu- 
setts in line with Federal law cov- 
ering the percentage of alcohol in 
thut beverage which will be legal, 
numely 3.2 per cent by weight. The 
measure passed both branches under 
suspension of the rules in the brief 
und probably record time of about 
ten minutes. Not u voice was raised 
either in favor or in opposition. The 
bill carries with it no regulations for 
the control of selling the product in 
regard to which it is expected that 
there will be considerable debar* 
when these matters are presented to 
the Legislature within the next ten 
duyH. 

Governor Ely also signed the hill 
uppropriuting $275,000 for emergency 
unemployment relief work, on Thurs- 
day. This hill will cover such proj- 
ects as the deuring of brush on Met- 
ropolitan District property, the re- 
moval of hulks from parts of the Bos 
ton waterfront, mosquito control work 
und reforestation. Senator Hollis 
offered un amendment rejecting the 
section for the removul of hulks but 
failed to receive sufficient support 
when ti»e bill went through the Sen- 
ate eurlier In the week.

Physical Education Activities 

Among the subjects listed as required by law in Massachusetts 
we find that public schools “shall give instruction and training in 
. . . . indoor nnd outdoor games and athletic exercise." 

Physical education is n broad and rather comprehensive term 
nnd includes a vnrlety of activities both recreation.nl and ediun- 
tionnl. It is a vital part of a comprehensive health program nnd 
trains effectively for a healthy and desirable use of leisure time. 


Personnel 


To serve the 5,000 children enrolled in our junior nnd senior 
high schools fifteen men and women give full time (one less than 
last year), two give half time and twenty do seasonal work after 
school hours. These lntter are classroom teachers who receive n.o 
salary except that paid for their regular work. In the elementary 
schools the work is carried on by the classroom teacher with help 
and advice from the supervisor who works on a regular schedule 
of visitation. 

Physical Plant 


There are 35,000 square feet of gymnasium floor space and 
about 25.000 square feet of showers, storage, office and dressing 
room space in the high school and junior high schools of the city. 
These same schools have thirty-five acres of playground and athletic 
fields with fourteen soccer fields, two football fields, thirteen tennis 
courts, four baseball diamonds, three hockey fields, jumping pits, 
running track an.d space for small games. 

The minimum space required for out-of-door activities in an 
elementary school (recommended by the National Physical Educa- 
tion Association) is one hundred square feet for each child in 
school. Newton hns eight schools, or on.e-thIrd, below this require- 
ment. four schools slightly over and due to adjacent city play- 
grounds. eleven schools are equal to or above immediate needs. 
It would appear then that in. Newton we still have eleven elementary 
schools and one junior high school which do not have sufficient 
play space. 

The Program 

With the personnel and equipment thus briefly described the 
Newton schools carry on an increasingly effective program. Few 
people would deny that such a reasonable program of physical edu- 
cation is indispensable for the normal growth and development of 
youth. It would appear axomatio that when children and young 
people are denied the growth and healtli which come from physical 
activities in schools or in community life, the saving in such ex- 
penditures may be more than offset by the increase of costs for 
hospitals, reformatories and jails. 

Next week we will describe this program in detail from kinder- 
garten thru senior high school.

Riding on the trolley ear on Com- 
monwealth avenue, Boston, between 
Cottage Farm bridge and Kenmore 
station you behold through tho left- 
hand window the greatest collection 
of billboards in Boston.

That lets 
the driver out. But if you’re just sit- 
ting hack and gazing at the scenery 
you’re expected to notice all your 
friends. Well, the fact is that there 
nmy be a reflection on the glass, or a 
ray of light that shines crosswise. A 
thousand and one good reasons exist 
for failing to recognize pedestrians.’’ 
He paused hut I did not urge him to 
enumerate the remaining 999 reasons. 


No Sleeping Allowed 

Maybe you lost some sleep when the 
hnnks were closed. Had an idea pos- 
sibly that things weren’t coming out 
quite ns nicely as they did. But if 
you remained awake any number of 
hours you did so in the privacy of 
your own home and in a reclining po- 
sition. You had the opportunity to 
rest, which was something.

One private office door 
was locked, but in spite of that fact 
every stenographer, clerk and official 
seemed to he obsessed with an idea 
the door should be open. They 
turned the handle many times. Final- 
ly it was opened by one of the busi- 
est of all State officials, who shout- 
ed. "Good heavens, can’t a man have 
a chance to change his pants!”

Whatever may have been the first 
steps taken to convert tiie cellar into 
it second living room, where the little 
folks may play by day and the young 
and old folks by night, the fact re- 
mains that there is now more under- 
ground entertaining than ever.

Tho lesson would never have 
impressed me hud it not been accom- 
panied by a heavy cold — so heuvy thut 
I can’t seem to tosH it off as reudily 
as I would. The cold and tho lesson 
are one und the same, I guess. But 
I hope that ufter I regain my normul 
state of heultli I shall remember to 
pause and reflect if unybndy invites 
me into the cellar for the evening. My 
motto hereafter 1 h going to be, "Step 
up, not down.”

Aldermen Meet 


The meeting of the Board of Aider- 
men on Monday night was one of the 
briefest in many months. It stnrted 
at 8.15: was interrupted by a recess 
from 8.45 to 9.03; and concluded at 
9.10. The regular meeting thim last- 
ed 37 minutes. All of the members 
were present except Alderman Groben 
stein. 

The first matter on the docket was 
a hearing on the petition of the New- 
ton Auto Repairing Company for a 
permit to conduct a repair shop at 69 
Elmwood street. Newton, and to in- 
stall two underground tanks with 
pumps Inside the building there. No 
opposition appeared against this peti- 
tion. The second matter on the doc 
ket wns a hearing on the petition of 
the Community Service Stations for 
an additional tank and pump at 79 
Needham street. Newton Highlands 
The treasurer of this company stated 
that it is desired to sell a third grade 
of gasoline. This grade is now dis- 
pensed from portable tanks, and the 
petitioner commented that this meth 
od is not quite safe. 

Alderman Hawkins, reporting for 
the Licenses Committee, recommend 
ed that a permit be given the Jenney 
Mfg. Company to widen the entrances 
to its filling station at Willow and 
Centre streets 5 feet each. Hawkins 
said that drivers of cars have dlfilcul 
ty getting in and out of the stntlon 
at present. Alderman Tetnperley ob- 
jected. He said that during the past 
few years the aldermen have made it 
a practice to limit the width of drives 
at filling stations to 25 feet, to safe- 
guard pedestrians. He contended that 
such a width is enough if cars are 
driven slowly in and out of filling sta- 
tions. Alderman Holden commented 
that if Temperley drives a car he would 
realize that 25 feet is not sufficient. 
The Board voted to grant the change; 
Alderman Temperley voting in the 
negative. 

Two petitions asking that land he 
changed from residence to business 
zones were rejected. One was that of 
Hagop Mekhitarian on land at Eliot 
st. and Margaret rd.. Newton Upper 
Falls: the other that of Rudolf Ar- 
petition of J. V. Monaghan Sons ask- 
ing for additional gasoline storage at 
5 Auburn st.. West Newton, was re- 
fused. Monaghan operates a filling 
station across the street from the 
locus in question. The petition of 
Thomas Flaherty and other residents 
of Whittemore rd., Newton, asking 
that an old barn on the Whittemore 
estate between Washington st. and 
Whittemore rd., be ordered removed 
as a fire hazard, and eyesore, was re- 
fused. Alderman Bowen said the 
Claims & Rules Committee agreed 
that the aldermen have no right to 
interfere with a man’s use of his own 
land. 

Appropriations made by the Board 
included 169.25 for expenses incurred 
by Thomas Burnett Camp. Spanish 
War Veterans on last Memorial Day; 
$5000 for interest on temporary loans 
to the eity: $9000 for emergency work 
at Edmands Park and Cold Spring 
playground to provide employment 
for men receiving aid; $804.46 pen- 
sion for Francis Turner, recently re- 
tired from the Newton Fire Depart- 
ment. The $5000 for interest on tem- 
porary loans was necessitated by the 
fact that it costs more to borrow 
money since the hank holiday was 
declared.

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Community Chest 
Meets To Plan 
Second Appeal 

It Will Be Directed Principally 
To Those Who Have Not 
Yet Contributed 


Representatives from eight villages 
in the Newtons mot last night at the 
Brae Burn Country Club to confer with 
Community Chest leaders and to plan 
ways and means of obtaining the $55.* 
000 urgently needed at once to pro- 
vide member agencies of the Chest 
with additional funds for the relief of 
distress. 

This $55,000, it was explained by 
Leon B. Rogers, President of the 
Chest, is the amount required to bring 
the total subscriptions of the Chest up 
to the $275,000 which was estimated 
last fall as the minimum which would 
cover the neods of the 14 member 
agencies until the end of 1933. Al- 
though the relief agencies dealing con- 
stantly with the problems of families 
without any means of livelihood, or 
without sufficient means, or without 
enough to pay for care in time of sick 
ness, have been allotted more than 
75% of all the funds so far given 
to the Chest, the continued increase in 
unemployment makes it necessary to 
apply all additional funds which may 
now be secured for this same pur- 
pose. 

It is hoped that a large proportion, 
if not all of the $55,000 sought, may 
be secured during April. The special 
committee of Community Chest direc- 
tors which will supervise the effort 
consists of Leon B. Rogers, Paul F. 
Bauder, Natt W. Emerson, Maynard 
Hutchinson and Mrs. Richard M. Sal- 
tonstall. Those meeting with this 
group last night were Ralph C. Henry 
of Newton, Fred W. Rust of Newton- 
ville, Robert Whidden of West New- 
ton, Charles H. Cobb of Newton Cen- 
tre, E. Graham Bates of Auburndale. 
C. Adrian Sawyer of Waban, Frank 
A. Schirmer and Henry M. Bliss of 
Chestnut Hill, and Charles F. John- 
son of Newton Highlands. 

An urgent appeal is to be directed 
by the Community Chest to many who 
have, as yet, made no contribution; 
to those who, last fall, gave cash con- 
tributions and to some who signified 
that they could be called on again. 
It is evident that the funds already 
subscribed will not meet the require- 
ments for all of the year 1933. 


Former Street Dept. 
Men Receiving 
Welfare Aid 


About half (of the 130 men for- 
merly employed by the Street De- 
partment, who were laid off in De- 
cember, have applied for aid from 
the Welfare Department of the City 
of Newton. When these men were 
working steadily last year and in 
former years, they received about $30 
weekly; being paid at the rate of 
$5.04 per day. Men with families 
receiving aid from the Welfare De- 
partment are given $3 per day, and 
average four days’ work each week, 
bringing their weekly stipend to $12. 
The new policy of the city of hav- 
ing street resurfacing work performed 
by welfare recipients, precludes the 
probability of the unemployed street 
department men being placed back 
on their former jobs. Since January 
1st the city employees now working 
have received a wage cut of 7 1-2%, 
plus a half-day lay-ofT each week; 
lessening their pay nearly 16%.

Talk about the irony of fate. Rap- 
idly disappearing from view is the 
once imposing structure which, a gen- 
eration ago was the centre of New- 
ton’s social life and the place where 
political affairs of the city were de- 
cided. Within a few' days the erst- 
while home of the Newton Club on 
Walnut st„ Newtonville, will be but 
a memory. For the past couple of 
weeks unemployed men of his city 
have been tearing dow'n the building 
where in the Gay Nineties and the 
early years of this century the social- 
ly prominent of Newton gathered. 

In 1902 a book was published by 
the NEWTON GRAPHIC entitled 
"Newton,” which sketched the upbuild- 
ing of the city and contained biog- 
raphies of citizens who aided in de- 
veloping New'ton during the first quar- 
ter of a century of this community’s 
progress as a city. The author of the 
book was John C. Brimblecom, pub- 
lisher of the GRAPHIC. The accom- 
panying photograph of the New’ton 
Club was made for that book. Mr. 
Brimblecom introduced his sketch of 
the club by saying "The most potent 
influence hi the unification of the 
various Wards of the City of New’ton, 
and in its social and material develop- 
ment was the organization of the 
Newton Club in 1887.” In following 
paragraphs he w'rote: 

"This club by bringing together va- 
rious powerful social and financial in- 
fluences was the first great step in 
making Newton a city, rather than an 
aggregation of little villages. Those 
elements, by developing the social life 
of the city in new lines, and on a 
broader and more generous scale, 
brought New’ton to the attention of 
the w’hole State in a most enviable 
light, and attracted to it the wealth 
and refinement that was seeking a 
suburban residence with city advan- 
tages.” 

"A neighborly chat between Con- 
gressman Samuel L. Pow’ers and Mr. 
William .1. Follett w’as the atom from 
which grew the present Newton Club 
with a membership of 400 gentlemen. 
The first meeting was held at the 
residence of A. R. Mitchell in New- 
tonville in the autumn of 1887, and 
the charter members w’ere Hon. He- 
man M. Burr. Hon. Robert Bishop, 
Hon. William Claflin, Hon. Samuel L. 
Powers, Edward W. Cate, William J. 
Follett, James W. French and Albert 
S. Glover. It w r as located in New- 
tonville in order that it might be 
convenient to all parts of the city, 
and its first home, the Hull Mansion, 
built in 1766, stood at the corner of 
Austin and Walnut sts. from 1846 un- 
til its demolition some years ago. The 
first reception was held in tills house 
December 19, 1887. Among the notable 
events in the history of the club are 
the following: Reception to Rear Ad- 
miral Lewis A. Kimberley (of West 
Newton) March 28, 1890; reception to 
Mrs. Benjamin Harrison, wife of 
President Harrison, and her daughter, 
Mrs. McKee. Sept. 26. 1891; formal 
opening of the present clubhouse, No- 
vember 16, 1892. The open air band- 
concerts in June have been note- 
worthy features since 1895.”

The coming of golf clubs and the 
passing of many of the prominent 
members who made the Newton 
Club an outstanding feature of the 
life of this city for more than thirty 
years lessened the prestige of the 
club, and its halcyon days had de- 
parted even before the hectic period 
which started with the beginning of 
the World War. In recent years the 
clubhouse has been little used, and 
although its demolition is not a sur- 
prise, it brings regret to many old- 
er residents of the city who enjoyed 
many happy occasions at the club. 
Apart from its social phases, the club 
was the political headquarters of the 
city for many years, and it was 
truthfully said that the members of 
the Newton Club were the determin- 
ing factors in selecting the Mayors 
of this city. One thing should be 
mentioned in referring to the New- 
ton Club. Many poor boys of this 
city who helped their families by 
working at the Newton Club as pin 
boys in the bowling alleys and in 
other capacities were given employ- 
ment by wealthy members of the 
club and started in successful ca- 
reers. Tlie club ceased to be a vital 
factor in the city’~, lifle some years 
ago. Now. the club building is dis- 
uppearing. hut, the influence of the 
Newton Club and of the public spir- 
ited citizens who were among its 
leading members in its heyday can 
largely he accredited with making 
Newton the outstanding community it 
is. 

The present owner of the proper- 
ty, Walter H. Scott of Boston, gave 
the building to the city. Each day 
for tlie past couple of weeks a crew 
of between 10 and 20 men receiving 
aid from the Welfare Department 
have been at work tearing down the 
structure under tlie supervision of 
T. Francis Mullen of Newton High- 
lands. Considerable material, tim- 
ber, lumber, doors, windows and hard' 
ware, has been salvaged and is be- 
ing stored at the Street Department 
plant at Newton Highlands. This 
material will he used by the Build- 
ing Department for repairs on city- 
owned buildings and the money thus 
saved will practically pay for the 
cost of the razing of the structure. 
In addition, about 200 loads of kind- 
ling wood has been, and will be, dis- 
tributed from the old clubhouse to 
needy families in the city. 


School Committee 
Asks Route Change 

At the meeting of the Newton 
School Committee on Monday nigh* 
it was voted to petition the Middlesex 
& Boston Company to change the 
route of the buses carrying pupils to 
and from the Weeks junior high 
school so that these buses will go to 
tlie school, instead of stopping a con- 
siderable distance from it. The peti- 
tion requested the company to ask 
permission from the Board of Alder- 
men to operate the busses on the 
streets adjacent to the school. 

The school committee also voted to 
refuse the application of the Caney 
Creek Community Centre of Kentucky 
for the use of the hall in the Angler 
School at Waban for a series of en- 
tertainments. This is in accordance 
with the rule not to permit the use 
of Newton school by outside organi- 


T oxin- Antitoxin 
Immunization 100 
Percent Effective 

Not One Immunized Child Has 

Ever Developed Diphtheria 
In Newton 

Dr. Francis George Curtis, chair- 
man for the past 40 years of the New- 
ton Board of Health, is authority for 
the statement that efforts to wipe 
out the scourge of diphtheria through 
immunization by the use of toxin-an- 
titoxin treatment has been 100 per- 
cent effective where used, since the 
inauguration by the Board of Health 
of its intensive campaign in 1921. 

Since it has not as yet been pos- 
sible to secure the cooperation of all 
parents in this important health 
measure, there are still a few cases 
occurring each year. During the 
past four years thero have been 17 
cases and two deaths, and since Jan- 
uary 1st there have been five cases, 
four of which were in one family, 
and no deaths. None of these cases 
have been children who had been 
immunized. One of the two deaths 
since 1928 was a child brought to the 
Newton Hospital in a moribund con- 
dition. and was not properly charge- 
able to Newton. 

The results of immunization are 
striking, indeed. During the four years 
1918 to 1921. there were 511 cases of 
diphtheria in the city and 38 result- 
ing deaths. Since 1921 the case rate 
has dropped from 320 per hundred 
thousaifd population to 8.5 in 1932, 
and the death rate has dropped from 
6.1 to 1.4. During this time there 
have been five years during which 
there were no deaths from the dis- 
ease. 

Starting in 1921 with the immuni- 
zation of 100 children, the work has 
steadily increased. Last year 788 
dtildren received the treatment, bring- 
ing the total number recorded by 
the “Board of Health as having been 
immunized to 5,157. In addition to 
his number, many children have been 
given the treatment by private phy- 
sicians. 

The immunization work is done by 
three physicians employed especially 
for the task by the Board of Health, 
t is accomplished during one month’s 
intensive campaign, so that the ex- 
pense to the city is small. When 
first undertaken, the children were 
given the Schick test to discover if 
they* already possessed natural Im- 
munity. After it was found that uni- 
formly only a small proportion of 
children were naturally immune, the 
test was discontinued as a prelimin- 
ary measure. This has resulted in a 
saving of much time and expense. 

The Newton District Nursing As- 
sociation last year inaugurated diph- 
theria immunization as one of the 
services offered through its well baby 
clinics. There were 130 young chil- 
dren immunized through this means, 
and 27 children more would have 
been completed by them, had their 
parents returned them for all three 
inoculations. The Board of Health 
also makes a special drive each year 
to reach children of preschool age. 
as the disease is potentially most 
prevalent and dangerous during the 
first years of life. Many children 
of the city under two years of age 
are in this way protected. 

Newton’s case rate of 8.5 per 100,- 
000 population makes a favorable 
showing with other communities com- 
parable in size. The size of a com- 
munity is an important factor, as it 
is generally true that the smaller 
the community the easier it is to se- 
cure parental response in immuniza- 
tion campaigns. Lawrence with a 
case rate of 3.7 last year was the 
only city in the State larger than 
Newton which had a lower case rate, 
hut there were nine smaller contniuni- 
ies with a lower rate. On the oth- 
er hand, there was one city in the 
State with less than two-thirds the 
population of Newton which had a 
case ra^e of 119.3. It is universally 
true that where immunization is most 
thorough over a period of years, the 
case and death rates are lowest. 

Newton’s favorable record in the 
ontrol of diphtheria seems to be 
due in the first place to the energetic 
and persistent efforts of the Board 
of Henlth. for immunization to be 
effective must be systematically fol- 
lowed up each year. The success of 
the measure is also in a large de- 
gree due to cooperation given by 
parents, private physicians and to 
our public health nurses, both those 
employed by the Board of Health 
and those employed by the District 
Nursing Association.

No Decision By 
Mayor Weeks on 
Beer Sale Here 

Awaits Passage of Bill Before 
Making Statement 

Mayor Weeks has made no decision 
as to whether, or not, he will permit 
the sale of beer in Newton should the 
hill as proposed by the Committee on 
Legal Affairs of the Legislature be- 
come law. The report of the com- 
mittee recommends that Mayors of cit- 
ies and Selectmen of towns shall he 
authorized to determine whether their 
communities shall have beer licenses. 
Mayor Weeks has made no statement 
regarding his inclination on this im- 
portant matter, and will not, until the 
hill shall have been finally passed by 
the Legislature and signed by the Gov- 
ernor. The Mayor will then study 
the bill and make his decision. 

In pre-prohibitien days, when local 
option prevailed, Newton consistently 
voted "No License.’’ While there were 
no saloons in the city, plenty of liq- 
uor. both malt and distilled, as well 
as wines, was consumed within its 
confines. The working element In the 
city obtained their liquor for imme- 
diate consumption by journeying to 
saloons in Brighton, Boston, or Wai* 
tham, coming home in various condi- 
tions of sobriety or intoxication. For 
home consumption they obtained their 
beer by means of the so-called pony 
| expresses, which for years were a vex- 
atious problem in the city because of 
the impractical laws under which they 
operated. The wealthier residents of 
the city in those years quaffed their 
liquor in clubs, either in Newton. Bos- 
ton or elsewhere, or had It brought to 
their homes by teams operated by 
Boston merchants. Some had this liq- 
uor delivered undisguised; many res- 
idents of Newton had it brought to 
their homes camouflaged as groceries, 
and one grocery company in Boston 
did a whale of a business in the New- 
tons in bottled goods. 

Mayor Weeks has a vexatious prob- 
lem to settle. Much pressure may be 
brought to bear on him by both pro- 
ponents and opponents of License. 
Beer will be consumed in this city; 
so will wines and spirituous liquors 
if the 18th Amendment is repealed. 
The question before the Mayor at 
present concerns only the less potent 
liquor. He must decide whether local 
merchants will derive the benefit from 
profits made on beer sales, or whether 
merchants in other cities will get such 
benefit. He must determine whether, 
or not. the malt beverage shall openly 
be sold here, or whether Newton, as 
in the past, shall outwardly, at least, 
be a “dry” community.

Large Audience 
Listens to Doctor 
Grigg’s Lecture 

Subject of Human Relations 
Proves Interesting 


The size of the audience which lis- 
tened to Dr. Edward Howard Griggs 
in the third of his series of lectures 
in the Read Fund course at the Un- 
derwood School Auditorium last Fri- 
day evening, proved the truth of his 
first statement that supreme interest 
centers around human relationships. 
His subject was; “The Problem of 
Personal Relationships, Friendship, 
Love, Marriage.” 

Dr. Griggs considers sincerity which 
he called "moral reality" the first ba- 
sic law of friendship, then likeness of 
tnstes, although unlike personalities 
have more to give. The deep friend- 
ships of Goethe and Schiller and of 
Michelangelo and Vittoria Colonna are 
examples of the working of the lat- 
ter law. In each case there was an 
idealist and a creative nature. There 
must be a continuity of experience 
and a growing along together. A mor- 
al and spiritual equality is another 
need for a true friendship although 
personality should not be sacrificed. 
The ashes of a dead friendship should 
not be disturbed. 

Love is fulfilled in marriage, which 
means a drawing together of the op 
posite sexes and a spiritual union, al- 
though here too independence should 
not he sacrificed. Dr. Griggs warned 
against the danger of accepting the 
half for the whole in marriage. Many 
couples come to the crossroads where 
their ways separate because of dif- 
ferences in age. The marriage of Eliz- 
abeth Barrett and Robert Browning 
was an exception to this. Parents ne- 
glect the proper education of their 
children. There is too much sophis- 
tication. Courtesy is the natural be- 
havior of loving hearts although there 
is too much petulance in the home 
Periods of solitude and repose of spir- 
it are necessary for everyone.

Old School Dignity 

The philosophic utterances the oth- 
er day of a man whose judgment I 
respect caused me to halt for a mom- 
ent or two of thought. He referred 
to the dignity of labor. Not that I 
needed to convince myself, for long 
ago I learned my first lesson. Thai 
was in the days when I was seeking 
laurels as a youthful and energetic 
gatherer of news. 

Connected with the scene of my toil 
was a printing shop.

So many have 
won distinction for that. My printer 
impressed me in another way. It 
was the manner in which he ap- 
proached his task. Entering the shop 
in the morning he was dressed inva- 
riably in black or very dark clothes. 
They were worn but not wrinkled 
or shabby. It made me think of 
Sunday every time I saw him in his 
street attire. Even his black spats 
had an ultra-dressy touch. 

In a deliberate and careful manner 
he removed his suit, drew on an old 
pair of trousers, tied an apron about 
his waist and hung upon his stooped 
shoulders an ancient colored vest. 
But before picking up his type stick 
he unfastened his detachable cuffs 
and placed them on the top shelf of 
the little dressing closet The 
change of raiment made no difference. 
He was as much a gentleman as 
ever. Type-setting to him as a 
cherished art. No master of the 
painted canvas, no surgeon of great 
renown, no learned jurist or doctor 
of philosophy undertook his daily 
task with a finer sense of pride. 
His skill was but a part of it. Here 
was a man who honored his calling 


and never once stepped from the 
pedestal he had mounted to follow 
it. Nor could any happening, such as 
the shouted orders of an Impatient 
foreman, ruffle him. 

He had no immediate family, so, 
w'hen friends in another city per- 
suaded him to take up work in a 
shop with them he left us. Two 
years later he died alone in his 
lodgings. It would have seemed a 
tragic end but they told me that 
when he was found, the serenity of 
his life was still reflected on his 
kindly visage. 

Praise for the Prompter 

My attempt to champion the cause 
of the forgotten man by painting out 
the valued achievements of the stage 
manager of any amateur dramatic 
production has brought me rebuke. 
Not but what my praise of that in- 
dividual proved popular. I failed, it 
seems, to be inclusive when I went 
back stage. "Why didn’t you men- 
tion the prompter?” came a query 
from one who knows me well and 
still remains my friend. "Goodness 
knows,” said she, "the prompter has 
always stood by you.” 

The temptation to dispute with my 
critic the truth of her assertion re- 
garding my dependence upon prompt- 
ers must be resisted. There is no 
room for it in this column nor space 
to prove that seldom in my extended 
career of amateur acting have I 
dried up” and required refueling 
from the wings. My sympathy has 
always been with the person who has 
held the book. Long ago I held it 
myself and that is probably one of 
the reasons. 

If evidence of loyalty to the or- 
ganization giving a show is needed 
then willingness to prompt is the 
most convincing sort of proof. To 
keep one’s eyes on the book and 
help the stumblers, forgeters and 
skippers out of their tangles re- 
quires a man or woman of heroic 
parts. There are poor prompters, f 
course, but I have found that the 
person who freely consented to take 
the job was one of understanding 
and prepared for all that might h 7 0- 
pen. To have a performer jump a 
page or two and still keep your 
reason is the test of a prompter’s 
sacrificial spirit. 

I’ll go further. Many a show that 
I have seen, and some in which I 
have taken part, would never have 
flourished or even gotten by if the 
prompter had not done most of the 
work.

The general appropriation bill, com- 
monly known as the State budget, will 
be taken up in the House next Mon- 
day. This decision was reached last 
Wednesday the day on which the* 
lower branch was expected to act. 
The fact that the hill for the reduc- 
tion of State salaries had not been 
passed by both branches at that time 
was the reason for postponing action 
on the budget. Any change in the 
salaries bill would necessarily affect 
the budget so that it was deemed 
wise to wait until next week when 
the salaries bill will have been finally 
disposed of before taking up the gen- 
eral appropriation measure. It has 
been threatened by certain Demo- 
cratic House members to demand a 
roll-call on each of the 50 or more 
Items in the budget. Some doubt 
;i -< to i lie carrying out of this plan has 
been expressed as it would accom- 
plish nothing and place the objectors 
in the role of chronic filibusterers. 
This may happen and if it does the 
legislative session will reach well into 
the Summer as these tactics are like- 
ly to he employed on every measure. 

The Senate did little to the bill re- 
ducing State salaries although a large 
number of amendments were offered. 
Senator Hollis tried unsuccessfully to 
have the measure changed to provide 
that there be no reduction for em- 
ployes receiving less than $1000 a 
year. Although defeated it got more 
support than any other of the re- 
jected amendments and was lost by a 
tie vote of 20 to 20. The adopted 
Senate amendments provide that the 
reductions take effect April 1 and 
continue until Nov. 30. 1934 and al- 
lowed contributions to the retirement 
fund to be made under the amount 
of salary received prior to the re- 
duction. These amendments met the 
approval of the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

The opinion of the Supreme Court 
is sought, under an order introduced 
in the upper branch by Senator Park- 
man of Boston for the Committee on 
Taxation, as to the constitutionality 
of a general sales tax and special 
taxes on tobacco and soft drinks. Tho 
subject is one of those on which there 
has been much agitation, largely from 
manufacturers, business men and 
others who have vigorously opposed 
the plan of State Tax Commissioner 
Long to Increase the State’s revenue 
by these proposed additional tuxes. 

The House accepted the adverse re- 
ports of the Committee on Public 
Hculth on three hills relating to vac- 
cination. The first was on petition 
of Commissioner Bigelow of the 
Health Department requiring the vac- 
cination of children attending private 
schools. The others were on peti- 
tions of the Citizens’ Committee Op- 
posing Compulsory Vaccination. One 
provided that the vaccination of per- 
sons lie made voluntary and the other 
that the public be protected from Im- 
pure vuccine. 

Governor Ely this week issued two 
proclamations which w’ere not among 
tho customary announcements of the 
Chief Executive. The first sets apart 
April 3 to 7 as "Conservation Week” 
and urges organizations and Individu- 
als to devote their thought and energy 
to conserving and increasing the nat- 
ural resources of the Stute. Tho sec- 
ond deuls with the subject of fire 
prevention and culls for the cureful 
observance during the entire month of 
April of fire laws, particularly as ap- 
plying to outdoor life. Carelessness 
In the use of mutches either for light- 
ing fires or by smokers is deplored 
und the importance of sufeguurding 
property und woodlund is emphasised.

The imperative need of the new 
sewer which is now’ being constructed 
in this city, at Newton Corner and 
Newtonville. is evidenced by the con- 
dition the past two weeks of Lauu- 
dry Brook at its ope nstretches be- 
tween Dexter road and Gay st., New- 
tonville, and along Jackson rd. at 
Newton. During the thawing period 
following the winter months much 
water gets into the sewer mains 
throughout the city, in one way or 
another and overtaxes the capacity c* 
the main sewer line which empties in- 
to the Metropolitan Sewer at Jasset 
and California sts., Nonantum. To in- 
tensify conditions the Metropolitan 
Sewer at this season of the year is 
also overloaded and this retards the 
proper run-off of the Newton sewage 
into it. In order to prevent sewage 
backing into houses in this city while 
this condition prevails, emergency 
measures have been necessary the 
past few years. This emergency mea- 
sure is taken when the water flow- 
age in the brook is of such volume 
that no undue health hazard is ere 
ated. The completion of the new 
high level sewer within the next few 
months will end the necessity of re- 
sorting to this emergency condition in 
coming years.

All this blather about beer is some- 
what amusing. To begin with this le- 
galized, homeopathic booze is alleged 
not to he intoxicating. While it is 
true that a capable drinker would 
have to take an internal bath to get 
soused on the 3.20% stuff, a large per 
centage of those who will quaff It, 
will become pepped up, or drowsy, as 
they are variously affected, after 
drinking several glasses of this brew. 
This "out of the depression” bever- 
age really doesn’t give satisfaction to 
many. The "drys" are opposed to it 
because they claim it is an intoxi- 
cant. The "wets,” millions of whom 
have been making home-brew of 6% 
und 8% alcoholic content for years at 
a cost of a couple of cents the bottle, 
are not going to run to purchase this 
3.20% liquid to the extent that will ob- 
tain for the Federal government the 
huge tax revenue estimated. 

The State Legislature, in our opin- 
ion did a good job with this vexa- 
tious matter. The men on Beacon Hill 
voted against the asinine proposal to 
allow the sale of this beer to boys 
and girls of 16. The speedy element 
among our youths and youthesses will 
get their beer, even as now they get 
their hooch; but the large majority 
of our boys and girls will not have 
the legal Invitution to become guz- 
zlers of beer, and will not do so. And 
the fewer "llt-up” youths we have 
driving cars on highways, the better 
for public safety. God knows there 
are enough of this type now. 

The Legislators also acted wisely 
in specifying that each city and town 
can have a beer store for every 2000 
of population. What grafting would 
have resulted if beer stores hud been 
limited to one for every 6000 of pop- 
ulation? Good judgment was also 
displayed In limiting chain stores to 
a 3 license limit. Otherwise, these al- 
truistic corporations would, in all 
probability do with beer what thev 
have done with cigurettes; sell it 
without profit to lure customers, and 
practically monopolize the beer trude.
